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Beirut factions work on 
army reform package 



BEIRUT (Agencies) — Lebanon’s rival fac- 
tions Friday held last-minute contacts to fin- 
alise an army reform package seen by the 
government as a potential major • bre- 
akthrough towards peace. 


Beirut’s frontlines were rel- 
atively calm for the second day 
after rival factional leaders exp- 
ressed optimism that’ a bre- 
akthrough was imminent. 

Prime Minister Rashid karami 
hopes his “national unity” cabinet _ 
of Christian and Muslims will Sat-* 
urday reach full agreement on mil- 
itary and security questions that 
have tom it apart during its 
■ seven-week existence. 

After months of bitter fighting ■ 
there are indications that the cab- 
inet members now feel they can do 
no better than the compromise 
package that Syrian Vice- 
President AbduI'Halim Khaddam 
sponsored between them on a visit 
to Beirut on Monday. 

Mr. Karami said a cabinet mee- 
ting Friday, the. first in more than 
three weeks, made a major pro- 
gress over details of the plan. He 
expects another session Saturday 
to announce results. 

President Amin Gemayel said 
Friday that this weekend's session 
of the cabinet would be. “highly 
significant." and Mr. Khaddam 
said he expected implementation 
of a durable security plan for Bei- 
rut to* begin within the next two 
days. 

Nabih Berri. the Shf ite Muslim 
opposition leader who now serves 
in Mr. Kararafs cabinet, also 
struck an optimistic note, saying in 
an interview published Friday that 
he felt “as if the countdown for 


peace in Lebanon has begun." 

Mr. Bern told the independent 
daily newspaper An Nahar that 
agreement was “almost com- 
plete" in the cabinet on forming a 
six-man military council that 
would oversee the new security 
plan. 

The plan aims at re-uniting the 
Lebanese army, which split along 
sectarian lines in recent civil war 
rounds. Selected army units would 
eplace militiamen in east and 
west Beirut, re-open crossings 
between the two sectors of the div- 
ided capital as well as the city's 
port and airport and, eventually, 
collect heavy weapons from mil- 
itias. 

Mr. Khaddam's plan ‘concen- 
trates on outlining a way to re- 
unite the army and use it to disarm 
the militias and restore order in 
Beirut, but leaves Lebanon’s lea- 
ders to work out the complex det- 
ails among themselves. 

A four-man military com- 
mission has worked since Tueday 
to amend legislation governing the 
army and its powers in Beirut and 
the cabinet was believed to have 
studied its proposals. 

Right-wing cabinet minister 
Pierre Gemayel, father of the pre- 
sident, said he hoped the Kha- 
ddam agreement would lead to 
“the end of the despair that the 
people of Lebanon have lived for 
10 years.” 

The newspaper of Mr. Gero- 


ayeTs anti-Syrian Falangist Party 
said: “We have no alternative but 
to' accept Syrian help." . 

Only the attitude of the mostly 
Christian rightwing “Lebanese 
Forces" militia appears in doubt. 
It is not represented in the cabinet 
but is strong enough’ to prevent or 
hinder application o! the army 
reform and security measures. • 

Half a dozen mortar shells hit 
.the village of Bikfaya Thursday as 
the president met there with Mr. 
Beni and Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP) leader Walid Junblait 
and one leftist newspaper said 
they appeared to be warning shots 
from the “Lebanese Forces’' in 
east Beirut. 

The militia has dismissed the 
Khaddam agreement and said it 
will not pull back from the fro- 
ntlines. Opposition militia leaders 
say their forces will only withdraw 
when the “Lebanese Forces” do. 

. The “Lebanese Forces” are 
pressing for cantonisation rather 
'than a reformed state wjth inc- 
reased Muslim influence and their 
attitude has brought repeated 
warnings from Syria, which has- 
40,000 troops in Lebanon; 

“Syria is now more determined 
than ever to strike at any divisive 
force in Lebanon,” the Damascus 
-government newspaper Tishrin 
said Friday. 

But as the hopes for an end to 
Lebanon's nine years of turmoil 
rose, rival miliaraen on opposite 
sides of Beirut’s mid-city “green 
line” kept up their daily sniper fire 
exchanges. Occasional blasts of 
rocket-propelled grenades also 
.echoed at the confrontation line, 
and police said two Lebanese 
army soldrenrwere wounded.

Iraq, Iran accuse each other 
of violating ceasefire agreement 


UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— Iraq and Iran accused each 
other, in letters published Friday, 
of violating a United Nations- 
spon sored agreement not to del- * 
iberately anack civilian targets in 
the Gulf war. 

The Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Tariq Aziz, in a note to the U.N. 
chief, said Iran had “violated the 
agreement three times in less than 
10 days” and referred to shelling 
of the border village of Sayyed 
Sadeq and of residential areas in 
the province of Basra. 

He also said Iran had refused to 
allow a U.N. observer group to- 
monitor the agreement on its ter-, 
riiory. | 

“That refusal demonstrates its- 
intention to use the towns near its 
frontier -whh Iraq as centres for 
building up its forces and for lau- 
nching attacks against the ter- 
ritories and towns of Iraq.” the 
note said. 


The Iraqi minister called for 
immediate steps to “verify the 
fans indicated above.” 

He also said U.N. bodies should 
fulfil their obligation to ensure 
proper implementation of the agr- 
eement. “ha order that Iran may 
not use it as a cover for its agg- 
ressive and expansionist int- 
entions." 

Iran's U.N. Ambassador Said 
Rajaie Khorassani told 
Secretary-General J avier Perez de 
Cuellar: “The Iraqi regime, in 
spite of its commitment, shelled 
the city of Abadan on 14 and 17 
June, which resulted in con- 
siderable damage to civilian ins- 
tallations and residential units." 

Meanwhile, Saudi Arabia was 
reported Friday to have int- 
roduced a new air defence strategy 
against fallout of the Iran-Iraq 
war, (see page 2).

ATHENS (R) — Greece declared 
a “broad coincidence of views" 
with Libya oh Middle East and . 
Mediterranean affairs Friday 
hours after a Libyan resident who 
opposed the government of Col. 
Muammar Oadhafi was shot dead 
in central Athens. 

Thursday, night's shooting of 
wholesale merchant Mohammad 
Saleh Buzeit Sapiti. 50, took place- 
as Libyan Foreign ’ Minister Ali 
Abdul Salam AJ Tureiki was end- 
ing an official visit. It was the sec- 
ond attack on Col. Oadhafi opp- 
onents here in just over a week. 

The Foreign Ministry of Gre- 
ece, where the ruling Pasok (Soc- 
ialist) party has long-standing fri- 
endly relations with the Libyan • 
leadership, issued its statement on 
Mr. Tureifs talks with Prime 
| Minister Andreas Papandreou 
. and other ministers almost 24 
; hours after it had been promised. 

Mr. Tureiki. who reported 
“identity of views to a great ext- 
ent" after three days of talks with 
the Greek government, will stay 
here privately until Saturday. 

Police, after hearing a confused 
set of e‘ switness accounts, said 
Mr. Sapiti died within minutes 
after beine shot by a young man of 
Middle Eastern appearance as he 
was walking towards his car in a 


neighbourhood where many for- 
eigners live. 

They said he was shot three 
times in the chest and twice in the 
legs- 

A Libyan-born Greek sho- 
pkeeper was shot and wounded 
here on June 13. Police last week 
detained a Tripoli man who works 
there for the state airline. The 
mao, who was found near the spot 
whh a pistol, still has not been cha- 
rged. 

Mr. Tureiki, facing a stream of 
questions about alleged Libyan- 
sponsored guerrilla activities at a 
news conference Thursday night, 
repeatedly said Libya was a vic- 
tim, not an agent, of terrorism but 
that it would defend itself if need 
be. 

- Asked if he had discussed last 
week’s shooting with the Greek 
authorities, he repeated, an earlier 
statement that "we discussed all 
aspects of co-operation: Political 
economic, cultural and military.” 

The Greek Foreign Ministry | 
statement said the two sides noted 
a “broad coincidence of views” on ; 
the Middle East, Lebanon, the 
Gulf war and Mediterranean sec- 
urity, adding that a date had been 
set for Mr. Papandreou to visit 
Libya which would be announced 
later. 


Council (GCC) were to meet in 
Riyadh. Saudi Arabia, Saturday to 
firm up joint defence plans and 
create a combined high command, 
-GCC Secretary General Abdullah 
Bishara announced. 

The GCC binds Saudi Arabia to 
Kuwait, the United Arab Emi- 
rates, Bahrain. Qatar and Oman 
in a regional economic and col- 
lective defence pact. 

In Baghdad, an Iraqi military 
spokesman on Baghdad Radio 
accused Iran of violating the agr- 
eement not to shell residential 
areas. 

The spokesman, who was not 
identified, said a village in the sou- 
thern Basra section had been she- 
lled Friday morning, following the 
shelling of another residential nei- 
ghbourhood in the area.

Austrian 
police say 
Vienna 
explosives

VIENNA (R) — Austrian experts 
have identified the explosive used 
in a - car-bomb attack on the Tur- 
kish embassy on Wednesday in 
which an embassy employee was 
killed and a policeman severely 
burned, a police spokesman said 
Friday. 

He named it as nitropenta, a 
high explosive used by the mil- 
I itary. 

It had been established that the 
charge had been placed on the 
i floor of the car of Turkish Labour 
Counsellor Erdogan Ozen, 50, 
and was probably detonated by 
remote control as Mr. Ozen par- 
ked his car outside the embassy in 
fashionable mid-town Vienna, he 
said. 

Police had got no further in 
their search for the assassins, cla- 
iming to be from a group called the 

Armenian Revolutionary Array.

FUHEIS — The chronic problem 
of pollution in the town of Fuheis 
caused by the cement factory 
there seems to have come back 
again to the attention of all those 
concerned after the release of 
new information of the pos-. 
sibil ities to put an end to the pro- 
blem. 

For more than 30 years now. the 
inhabitants of Fuheis, a town 
about 15 kilometres west of- 
Araraan. have been suffering from 
a bad case of environmental pol- * 
lution caused by the industrial 
waste of the Jordan Cement Fac- 
tory Company (JCFC). 

Although people in the town 
now concede that dust emissions 
from the cement plant have been 
considerably reduced after the 
recent installation of fabric filters, 
they insist that the pollution pro- 
blem is not solved yet. 

Dust emissions from the fac- 
tory, which people in Fuheis very 
often talk about in their public as 
well as private- meetings, also rea- 
ches the neighbouring village of 
Mahes and nearby areas (dep-. 
ending on the wind direction), 
causing dust settling on the exp- 
osed surfaces and vegetation, and 
creating a real nuisance problem 
for the inhabitants. Some of the 
dust is caustic enough to anack 
paints. 

For many years, it was thought 
that dust emissions from the cem- 
ent plant causes many lung- 
related diseases but. until to date, 
nothing has been scientifically 
proved. 

Under the auspices of the 
World Environment Centre and 
the U.S. Agency for International 
Development (US AJ D). a team of 
two American experts were req- 
uested to make an environmental 
assessment of the factory by the 
National Planning Council (NPC), 
for the Ministry of Municipal and 
Rural Affairs and the Env- 
ironment. 

In the view of the experts, who 
presented a 46-page report, dust 
emissions from the plant con- 
stituted “significant detriments” 
to neighbours and their property 
from airborne and settled dusts. 

The dusL-according to the rep- 
ort compiled by the experts after 
10 days of intensive and com- 
prehensive research, is. com- • 
parable to, and include, common 
road dust and have the same U.S. 
occupational health limitations as 
nuisance dusts. But it is not toxic, 
and as such, was not perceived to 
impose unique threats to health in 
the surrounding area. 

The report stated that the plant 
and its environmental controls, 
with some exceptions, are typical 


of the state of the art at the time of- 
insiallation of the process lines. 

The earliest process lines. 1 thr- 
ough 3. installed in 1954-1963. do 
not have “acceptable overall con- 
trols” by today's standards, acc- 
ording to. the experts. These pro- 
cess lines were phased out of ser- 
vice by the factory. 

The experts indicated in their 
report that the remaining lines 
were considered to have acc- 
eptable control capabilities by 
today's standards “when properly 
maintained and operated." with 
the exception of Number 5 clinker 
cooler multicycione. 

The experts pinpointed the 
major reasons for dust emissions 
from the plant as following: 

— Routine use of unenclosed cli- 
nker storage. 

— Open pozzoiana storage enc- 
losures which need outlets to the 
dust collector, and inefficient con- 
trol of the pozzoiana transfer sys- 
tems. 

— Delay in clearing plant spills. 

— It monitoring and maintenance 
of dust controls require upg- 
rading. and 

— Quarry roads require upg- 
rading maintenance. 

The report also presented spe- 
cific recommendations to rectify, 
the situation and the cost to imjv 
lenient the recommendations was 
estimated at $4 million. 

The study bn the factory was 
requested by the NPC due to a 
history of local pollution com- 
plaints identified as gases, dust 
particles that cover vegetation for 
several kilometres around, and a 
prevailing odor that might be att- 
ributed to the release of hydrogen 
sulphide. 

The experts agreed there is no 
practical way a cement plant can 
operate without creating sus- 
pended dust but “many pre- 
ventive measures*' such as high 
technology equipment and careful 
operations will go far towards 
keeping the dust down to a rea- 
sonable level. 

The experts concluded that 
Fuheis’has four particularly severe 
problems: 

— The close proximity of homes 
to the plant. 

— The area is relatively windy. 

— The plant is at a relatively low 
elevation, and 

— r The area is particularly subject 
to atmospheric temperature inv- 
ersions. 

Copies of Ihe experts’ report 
reached the Ministry of Industry. 
Trade and Tourism, the Ministry 
of Health, the Ministry of Mun- 
icipal and Rural Affairs- and the 
Environment, the president of the 
Fuheis Municipal Council and the 
managing director of the JCFC 
last February. 


Commenting on ’the env- 
ironmental assessment of the exp- 
erts. JCFC Managing Director 
Shawkat Sboul told the Jordan 
Tiroes the factory’s’ board of dir- 
ectors will discuss Lhe subject in a 
■ forthcoming meeting. 

“I have many reservations on 
the report’s contents.” Mr. Sboul 
said, but did not elaborate. 

in an interview with the Jordan 
Times, parliamentarian Dr. Fawzi 
Shaker, deputy for the Balqa 
Governorate. said he held talkson 
the subject with Mr. Sboul “who 
seemed ready to discuss the mat- 
tef with him and the Fuheis Mun- 
icipal Council. 

Dr. Shaker, who is also from 
.Fuheis. said that in a meeting 
with the town's council and rep- 
resentatives of its various ins- 
titutions. it was agreed to start a 
“positive relationship” with the 
plant based on mutual interests. 

For the forthcoming meeting of 
the JCFC board which is sch- 
eduled for early next month. Dr. 
Shaker is preparing a working 
paper on which he lists the various 
complaints and suggestions of the 
communities of Fuheis and 
Mahes. 

“We are compiling a working 
paper that will be the nucleus for 
any comprehensive treatment of 
the pollution and other factory 
related problems,” Dr. Shaker 
said. 

During a three-hour meeting 
Thursday of the Fuheis Municipal 
Council attended by Dr. Shaker 
and Fuheis Building Institution 
members and representatives of ; 
the town's Youth Club, it was sir- i 
essed that the JCFC as an ins- 
titution should co-operaie more 
and participate more in con- 
tributing to the town's dev- 
elopment projects. 

The participants listed in Jetail 
there problems and suggestions 
concerning the cement plant. 

They included the problem of 
water pollution and truck rraffic 
through the lown. It is estimated 
that about 300 trucks leave and 
arrive at the factory every hour. 

Regarding the water problem, 
according to the environmental’ 
assessment report, the plant’ has 
set up a well engineered .water 
management facility and that 
waste and sewage is treated and 
returned for process water. Only 
area drainage and emergency ove- 
rflow are sent to Fuheis. irsays. 

The report indicated that water 
problems identified in 1982 app- 
ear to Have been corrected. 

The report listed the truck tra- 
ffic with its problems of exhaust 
pollution, noise and congestion as 
a very real problem that will grow 
and be even more recognised in 
the future. 


Yfondale considers black for vice-presidential slot 


NORTH PAKS, .Minnesota (R) 
— Democratic contender Walter 
Mondale Friday interviewed Los 
Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley, the 
first black to be seriously con- 
sidered as a vice-presidential can- 
didate for a major U.S. party. 

After a three-and-a-half hour 
talk at his Minnesota home. Mr. 
Mondale described the black pol- 
itician as“ an outstanding leader.” 

He told reporters he believed 
the U-S. people were” far ahead of 
the politicians" in their willingness 


to accept a black vice-president. 

.Mr. Mondale, who was himself 
vice-president under Jimmy Car- 
ter, is widely expected to win the 
-Democratic presidential nom- 
ination next month after an exh- 
austing primary campaign, and 
has been interviewing potential- 
running-mates. 

Another Democratic hopeful, 
black rights leader Jesse Jackson, 
has accused him of not being ser- 
ious about considering a black or a 
woman as a running-mate. 


But Mr. Bradley, 66, three 
times mayor of the United States* 
second largest city, disagreed. 
“Walter Mondale would nol eng- 
age in a charade, he would not 
cheapen the office of the vice- 
president with P.R. (public rel- 
ations) publicity stunts," he said. 

Mr. Mondale, who had a similar 
interview with Jimmy Carter in 
1976 when they won the election, 
said the two discussed politics, 
foreign policy and national sec- 


urity issues, the economy and 
domestic concerns. 

“I don't want a ceremonial 
viee-presideni." he said. “ 1 want 
one who is... involved in 
decision-making in foreign and 
domestic issues, and 1 want one 
ready at a moment's notice to bec- 
ome president." 

He described Mr. Bradley, the 
son of a Texas sharecropper, as a 
symbol ol “the best of our cou- 
ntry”. 
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Saudis broadened defence scope 
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Vf ANA MA, Bahrain (AP) — Saudi Arabia has bro- 
adened the scope of its air defences against the eve- 
ntuality of Iranian attacks, establishing a “King 
Fahd Line” beyond which intruder planes would be 
intercepted, it was reliably reported Friday. 


■_ The Kuwait newspaper A1 
„ \>abas said, and Arab diplomatic 
sources along the Gulf region con- 
firmed. that the Saudis have not- 
- ified the United States and other 
. friendly powers of the decision to 
.tighten defences against external 
' air attacks. 

Neither the paper nor the dip- 
lomats had. specific details of the 
; King Fahd Line. 

' But they said the line is the out- 
ermost of three peripheries: The 
first being the regular air space. 
' the second the commercial space 
'used by jetliners, and the third is 
the “new danger air zone." 

The decision to broaden the 
defence scope followed the June 5 
dogfight in which Saudi F-15 jet- 
fighters shotdown one Iranian F-4 
warplane over Saudi territorial 
waters, said Ai Jabas. 

“The June 5 dogfight averted a 
disaster." said one Arab amb- 
assador. who refused to be ide- 
ntified. “The Iranian planes were 


out to attack a refinery region in 
eastern Saudi Arabia when the 
Saudi pilots engaged them." 

The diplomat said he obrained 
his information from highly- 
placed Saudi officials, stressing 
that " not a single oil tanker was in 
the Saudi waters when the Ira-' 
nians intruded. They were most 
certainly headed to a refinery 
complex, possibly to bomb it." 

Citing unidentified sources in 
Washington. Al ‘Jab as said the 
Saudi High Command has issued 
orders to air force pilots to " rec- 
on noi ter and intercept intruder 
planes within the King Fahd Line, 
warn and chase these planes if 
they move into the commercial 
jetliners periphery, and shoot at 
once any of these planes that 
might sLab into the air space." 
y “The new defence arrangement 
was designed to protect Saudi and 
friendly oil tankers in Gulf wat- 
ers." said the paper without spe- 
lling out the identity of non-Saudi 


U.S. to consider Gulf 
radar coverage requests 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Uni- 
fied States would consider requests 
from Gulf states besides Kuwait' 
. and Saudi Arabia for radar cov- 
erage by U.S. surveillance planes. 

. the Defence Department said 
Thursday. 

• The State Department said 
. Wednesday the four U.S. 
AW ACS (Airborne Warning and 
Control System) aircraft in Saudi 
Arabia were also sending inf- 
' ormation to Kuwait to help pro- 
tect it against attacks from Iran. 

Pentagon Spokesman vlichael ' 
Burch said the Saudis were paying 
the United States for the use of the 
AW ACS. flown by U.S. crews, 
and the information belonged to 
- t them. 

He said there had been dis- 
cussions with the United States on 
the Saudis sharing the information 
'with Kuwait. 

vfr. Burch said he knew ot' no 
arrangements to share the data 
with other Gulf states, but. asked 
■'if the United States would provide 


information to other countries in 
the region if they requested it. he 
said: “ I think that wc would have 
to look at it on a case-by-case 
basis." 

vfr. Burch said he was sure 
Saudi Arabia would consult the 
United States before such a step 
was taken. 

vlr. Burch said three maritime 
version of AWACS had been senL 
to Saudi Arabia, replacing sta- 
ndard versions previously there. 

vlaritime AWACS arc better 
able to spot ships and slow, low- 
flying aircraft. The standard ver- 
sion is designed to pick out only 
fast-moving planes. 

Asked about the expected Ira- 
nian ground attack on Iraq. vlr. 
Burch said both sides had been 
making preparations. 

“The Iraqis have been imp- 
roving their defences." he said, 
and on the Iranian side “there is a 
continued buildup of offensive- 
type forces and increased call-ups 
of manpower." 


Israeli unions press for- 
pre-election pay rises 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli trade 
unions, fearing a harsh new aus- 
: teriiy drive after July's general 
.election, said Thursday they 
would strike from next Sunday if 
the government did not grant big 
wage increases. 

The Histadrut Trade Union 
Federation issued its deadline 
after pay talks with the treasury 
broke down. 

Ten unions, most of them rep- 
resenting public employees, are 
■ pressing for rises of about 25 per 
cent. They have already staged 
stoppages which have disrupted 


mail and telephone services, cus- 
toms and tax collection, television 
and radio broadcasting and pri- 
mary education. 

Finance Minister Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad appealed to His-_ 
tadrui co return to the negotiating" 
table. He told reporters an agr- 
eement was essential to bring 
down inflation, now running at a 
record 400 per cent a year. 

Israeli State Radio and tel- 
evision went off the air early Thu- 
rsday night as staff stepped up 
their campaign for a wage increase 
for public employees before next 
month's general election. 
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tankers. 

• But sources said the allusion 
was to commercial vessels bel- 
onging to Saudi Arabia's partners 
in the Gulf Co-operation Council 
(GCC) — Kuwait, the United 
Arab Emirates, Bahrain, 'iatar 
and Oman. 

The GCC groups the six Gulf 
powers in an economic integration 
and joint defence pact. 

“It appears the (Saudi) kin- 
gdom has made up its mind on 
confronting Iran militarily, if nec- 
essary." commented one Arab 
diplomat. “The Saudi leadership 
is eager to' avoid any involvement 
in the Iran- Iraq war. But when it 
comes to defending the Saudi wat- 
ers and hinterland, the air force 
pilois have been ordered to shoot 
to kill.*' 

Saudi Arabia recently received 
400 shoulder-fired Stinger mis- 
siles from the United States. The 
missiles were to protect eastern 
Saudi oil installations and ter- 
ritorial waters. 

With a five kilometre range, 
the 35-pound Stinger is an infra- 
red weapon that can track enemy 
aircraft at supersonic speed. 

Apart from the Stingers, the 
Saudis have an effective. U.S.- 


supplied air defence system, com- 
plete with Airborne Warning and 
Control System (AWACS) radar 
planes, 62 F-15 jetfighters, anti- 
aircraft Hawk missile batteries, 
plus more than 90 F-5 planes. 

The Stingers were delivered 
May 30, when the Saudis also rec- 
eived one of two -pledged KC-10 
military tanker plane that was to 
be used to extend the time the 
F-15s can stay aloft. 

GCC Secretary General Abd- 
ullah Bishara meanwhile told rep- 
orters the chiefs of staff of the all- 
iance were - to meet in Riyadh, 
Saudi Arabia, Saturday for "urg- 
ent discussions" of the military 
situation in the region. 

“The meeting is of special imp- 
ortance in view of the recent att-. 
acts on Saudi and Kuwaiti oil tan- 
kers and the Iranian escalations." 
he said. “The GCC countries are 
determined to defend their sec- 
urity. borders and interests by 
developing their indigenous mil- 
itary strengtH." 

vlr. Bishara added that the chi- 
efs of staff were to examine the 
feasibility of setting up a joint high 
command after merging the res- 
pective armed forces of the six 
countries. 


Evren: Armenian attacks 
will not intimidate Turkey 


ANKARA (R) — Turkish Prer 
sident Kenan Evrensaid Thursday 
Turkey would never be int- 
imidated by attacks like the one on 
Wednesday in Vienna in which a 
Turkish diplomat was killed in a 
bomb blast claimed by Armenian 
commandos. 

“Those who kill 50 or 100 peo- 
ple think that they will intimidate 
Turkey. But Turkey will never be 
intimidated by this." Gen. Evren 
said in the southern town of Dal- 
aman. 

The death of Erdogan Ozen. a 
labour councellor at the Turkish 
embassy in Vienna, was the latest 
in a decade-long series of attacks 
on Turkish targets around the 
world by Armenian guerrillas in 
which more than 40 people have 
died. 

A group called the Armenian 
Revolutionary Army, one of sev- 
eral Armenian organisations, cla- 
imed responsibility for ihe car 
bomb outside the embassy which 
killed Mr. Ozen and injured three 
other people. 

The Armenian attacks are in 
revenge for events in eastern Tur- 
key early this cenituy when the 
Ottoman Turkish government 
deponed the local Armenian 
population. 

Armenians say 1.5 million of 
their people were massacred and 
demand Turkish ack- 
nowledgement and reparations. 


Turkey refuses this, denying the 
massacre charge. 

Gen. Evren said Mr. Ozen had 
been brutally murdered. He pre- 
dicted that such acts would con- 
tinue because Armenians had 
support behind them, though he 
did not say from where. 

Turkish leaders have frequently 
criticised Western countries such 
as France which they say sym- 
pathise with the Armenians and 
turn a blind eye to Armenian gro- 
ups. 

The Ozen killing was also con- 
demned by Foreign Minister 
. Yahit Halefoglu. 

In ban ner headlines, Th ursday’s 
newspapers called Mr. Ozen Tur- 
key's latest martyr. But they also 
. criticised the government for not 
taking stricter precautions for dip- 
lomats. 

In Vienna, doctors said the next 
36 hours would be the most cri- 
tical for an Ausirian policeman 
badly burned in the explosion. 

The policeman. Leopold Sme- 
tazek. 60. was on duty outside ihe 
embassy building when the bomb 
went off. 

Forensic experts have not yet 
been able to determine the type of 
explosive used to kill vlr. 02 en. 

A police spokesman said it was 
still not clear how the bomb, which 
was planted behind the driver's 
scat of the counsellors car. had 
been detonated. 


Jewish terrorist gets 10 years 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— An Israeli court Thursday sen- 
tenced a self-confessed Jewish ter- 
rorist to 10 years imprisonment 
for his role in an anti-Arab und- 
erground group. 

Defence lawyers said they were 
“shocked by the severity of the 
sentence passed" on Gilad Peli. 
31 . Twenty-five other defendants 


are still on trial, many of them 
accused of more serious crimes. 

Peli was convicted of mem- 
bership in a terrorist organisation, 
conspiracy to blow up Jerusalem's 
A I Aqsa Mosque and plant bombs 
in the cars of West Bank Arab lea- 
ders. destruction and theft of army 
property, and transporting arms.

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Israelis 
stage raids 
in South 
Lebanon 

SI DOM, Lebenon (R) — Israeli 
occupation troops Thursday sta- 
ged a dawn raid on the home of a 
South Lebanese labour leader but 
withdrew after finding it empty, 
security sources said. 

There was no indication why the 
troops entered the Sidon home of 
Haseeb Abdul Jawad. president of 
ihe Federation of workers and 
Employees Trade Unions in South 
Lebanon and vice-president of 
Lebanon’s General Labour Fed- 
eration. 

The sources'said another Israeli 
force seized about 20 people in a 
simultaneous raid near the Ain‘ Al 
Hilweh Palestinian refugee camp 
outside Sidon. 

It was the second wave of arr- 
ests by the Israelis in the district 
this week. On Monday they seized, 
more than 20 people in an app- 
arent attempt to counter daily 
commando attacks on their occ- 
upation forces. 

According to the International 
Committee of Red Cross (ICRC) 
the Israelis are now holding about 
550 prisoners in the- Ansar camp 
south of Sidon. an increase of 
more than 100 in a month. 

More prisoners are believed to 
be held in other centres the Isr- 
aelis have not permitted the ICRC 
to inspecL 

In the Shfite Muslim village of 
Saksakiyeh. 15 kilometres south 
of Sidon. angry crowds Thursday 
staged an anti-Israeli dem- 
onstration to protest against the 
deportation of Sheikh Youssef 
Daamoush. the village imam (spi- 
ritual leader), security sources 
said. 


Iraq accuses Iran of using border 
towns as staging points for troops 


BAGHDAD (R) — ' Iraq Thu- 
rsday accused Iran of using its 
border towns as staging points for 
troops preparing for a new off- 
ensive against Iraq. 

Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz 
made the charge ia a message to 
United Nations Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de CueDar 
who arranged for both sides in the 
Gulf war to stop attacks oncivijian 
centres last week. 

A text of the message carried by 
INA. the official Iraqi News Age- 
ncy. said Tehran had stationed 
troops in Abadan and' Kho- 
rramshahr to exploit the limited 


ceasefire agreement and asked the 
U.N. chief to take immediate steps ' 
to check the matter. 

Earlier the foreign minister told 
U.N. observers sent in to monitor 
the agreement that his country 
had kept its pledge not to attack 
civilian targets. But he said Iran 
had violated the agreement three 
times since it came into- effect on 
June 12. 

Iran has also agreed to obs- 
ervers monitoring the accord, but 
has said it will not allow them on 
Iranian territory. According to 
INA, Mr. Aziz said this showed 
Iran intended to use the border 


towns as troop staging posts. 

A U.N. observer team, com- 
prising military officers from Ire- 
land. Finland, Sweden and Ghana. 
arrived in Baghdad Wednesday 
night to monitor an agreement - 
between Iraq and Iran not to att- 
ack civilian targets. 

The agreement was arranged . 
earlier this month by U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez dc 
Cuellar. 

The observers arrived in Bag- \ 
hdad as Iraq and Iran, at war for 
45 months, accused each other of 
breaking the pact. 


Four hijacked Iranians head for home 


PARIS (R) . — Four Iranian pas- 
sengers who had been flown to 
France against their will when 
their aircraft was commandeered 
by some of their countrymen see- 
king political asylum left Paris 
Thursday night for Tehran, air- 
port sources said. 

They said the four men. three of 
whom wore military clothing, left 
Paris' Orly International Airport 
on a non-stop Iran Air flight. Pol- 
ice prevented reporters from spe- 
aking to the men before they left. 

The four Iranians had flown 
into Paris earlier Thursday from 


Nice, where they arrived early on 
Tuesday via Egypt and Italy. Their 
Iranian Navy aircraft, a Fokker- 
27 transport plane, had been 
commandeered in Iran on Friday 
by four other Iranians seeking pol- 
itical asylum abroad. 

French police said the four Ira- 
nians who remained behind in 
France had been moved from Nice 
Airport to house arrest in the 
Bordeaux region. 

• For securiry reasons the police 
would not say exactly where the 
four, a civilian air traffic controller 
and three military personnel, were 
being held. 


The French government says it 
is considering the Iranians' sit- 
uation. The plane was still at Nice 
Airport Thursday although Fra- 
nce has said it will be returned to 
Iran. 

A decision to grant asylum to 
the four men would risk worsening 
relations between Paris and Teh-, 
ran. already strained by France's 
support for Iraq in the Gulf war 
and its practice of giving refuge to 
Iranian exiles. 

Tehran Wednesday protested 
to France over the case and said 
the four should be extradited. 


Sudanese troops clash with southern rebels 


KHARTOUM (R.) — Gov- 
ernment troops have clashed with 
rebels in southern Sudan, killing 
and wounding “a considerable 
number”, according to armed for- 
ces sources quoted by the official 
news agency SUNA. 

The sources - said 197 people 


being taken by force to training 
camps in Ethiopia were freed by 
the battle. in'Bahr Al Ghazal pro- 
vince. SUNA said Thursday night. 
Some rebels flung themselves into 
■a river. 

Nine days ago the Sudanese 
army said it had crushed two, att- 


acks by rebels in the south of the 
huge north-east African country, 
in which 255 people were killed. 

President Jaafar Numeiri has 
accused Ethiopia and Libya of aid- 
' ing secessionist guerrillas in sou- 
thern Sudan, charges denied by 
both neighbouring countries. 


Lebanese team speeds up anti-war petition 


BEIRUT (R) — Encouraged by 
enthusiastic public response co its 
anti-war petition. Lebanon's pri- 
vate peace committee is exp- 
anding its campaign as fast as it 
can to-tap popular revulsion aga- 
inst nine years of civil war. 

A week after it began, han- 
dicapped people and war wou- 
nded. Boy Scouts and housewives 
are volunteering to gather anti- 
war signatures at schools, mos- 
ques. churches and hospitals. ' 

In a dramatic gesture, the com- 
mittee says. 40 handicapped and 
war wounded will roll their whe- 
elchairs onto Beirut’s seafront 
Boulevard on Sunday to collect 
signatures among the crowds. 

Peace workers arc carrying sta- 
cks of petitions across the fro- 
ntlines to towns and cities as far 
away as Tripoli and Baalbek in the 
Syrian-occupied north and cast, 
and Bint Jbeil under Israeli occ- 
upation near the southern fro- 
ntier. 

“It’s spreading all over the cou- 
ntry." said lman Khalifc. the 
29-year-old Shi* lie Muslim fou- 
nder of the peace movement. “ It’s 
a nice feeling, ft’s creating sol- 
idarity." 

In the first six days the 20 com- 
mittee members and a few vol- 
unteers collected 1 1 .930 sig- 


natures around Beirut. The figure 
is small but they say it is enc- 
ouraging in view of tbeir limited 
resources and the public ent- 
husiasm it revealed. 

They believe it represents only 
■the tip of the iceberg of public 
weariness at the war’s bloodshed 
and destruction. 

To back their belief, eight vol- 
unteers Friday gathered over 500 
•signatures in their first hour at a 
i.big west « Beirut hospital! 'Only 
three people refused to sign. 

Lacking an office or full-time 
help, the committee works part- 
time and on a shoestring, going 
into the streets to pass round the 
handwritten petition, stopping 
motorists and pedestrians and 
canvassing beach club sunbathers. 
kerbside cafe devotees and hotel 
guests. 

Still shaken by shelling that 
aborted their planned May 6 
peace march on parliament, they 
began the campaign cautiously on 
June 15. collecting signatures at 
three Beirut locations. 

The petition, to be presented to 
parliament, proposes banning 
arms and using dialogue only to 
end the war. 

The committee's spirits soared 
on the first day when 1.800 people 


signed up at the ** Museum Cro- 
ssing" linking east and west Beirut 
in a few hours. 

** Very few refused to sign," said 
Khalife. "People were saying 
‘God bless you. it's what I’ve wan- 
ted to do for years’." 

“Twelve thousand signatures is 
not enough but it’s a lot for the 
number of us working at it." 

Nicole Machnouk.aforraerTV 
‘announcer arid wrfeofa Sunnrpol- 
iticiair.^aid: ‘'We've -been a- han- 
dful people running about in our 
spare time. Now we are really lau- 
nching the campaign. 

“We’ve started slow. But 
1 2.000 signatures in a base and we 
can expand. I'm beginning to feel 
good because things are coming 
together." she said at an animated 
committee meeting over soft 
drinks and sweet meats in her West 
Beirut apartment. 

The nine women and four men 
planning their peace campaign 
were a friendly cross-section of 
the sects whose political rivalries 
are tearing Lebanon apart: Sunni, 
Shfite Muslims, Druze, Greek. 
Maronite and Roman Catholic 
Christians. 

None has public relations exp- 
erience. But they laid out a str- 
ategy to rally tens of thousands to 
sign up for peace. 


A 1,000-strong Muslim Boy 
Scout organisation will collect sig- 
natures at mosques on Fridays and 
churches on Sundays. 

Volunteers are mounting one- 
day campaigns at Beirut hospitals. 
Teachers and students are col- 
lecting signatures at schools and 
universities on both sides of ihe 
divided city. 

pne committal member is hel- 
’ping enroll suppoij among the 
20,000 students, teachers, doc- 
tors, nurses, scouts and civil def- 
ence workers of Makassed, a big 
Sunni charity of whose women’s 
section she is vice-president. 

Two women have offered to 
stan organising the campaign in 
Beirut’s densely-populated Shfite 
southern suburbs. 

Batches of petitions will be del- 
ivered to major Beirut stores for 
customers to sign. 

Khalife says she almost 'lost 
hope for the peace campaign when 
the May 6 march on parliament 
was aborted. 

But the new campaign'has rev- 
ived her enthusiasm: “People are 
talking about it and they feel they 
are doing something about the 
war. It’s everybody working with 
everybody and it’s a big mov- 
ement now."

Ex-convict arrested after 
abduction, killing of girl

AMMAN (J.T.) — An ex- 
prisoner from Zarqa has been arr- 
jested after abducting a 16- 
year -0 Id girl and killing a four

-newspaper said Friday. 

It said that the man. identified 
by police as D.M.K., had served 
m 1 1 -year prison term and when, 
he was released, committed these 
new crimes. 

. He first abducted the young 
woman, named Siham. and lived 
with her by force moving with her 
from Amman to Zarqa. Ruseifa 
sad later Awajan. 


Later he abducted a four- 
year-old giri, called Faida Samir, 
from AI Hussein camp and left her 
with his abducted woman- locked 
•up at home whenever he went out 
for stealing, the report said. 

Later however, it said, he killed 
tbe young girl because she was cry- 
ing loudly. He put her body in a 
box and carried her to Amman 
where he dumped her in a street 
on label AJ Nazif. 

A few days later he was app- 
rehended by the police as he was 
trying to commit yet another rob- 
bery. 


Two die in shooting drama

"The story began when a Jor- 
danian national, identified only as 
JJLtf;, shot a man from Zarqa, 
wounding him. then escaped to 
Amman seeking refuge in one of 
htt colleagues' houses, a report in 
Sawt AI Shaab Arabic daily- new- 
spaper Friday said. 

H.A. called at* the house of his 
colleague Ismail, an Egyptian nat- 
ional living in Amman but wor- 


king in Zarqa and asked him if he 
could hide him there- 

Being informed of the reason. 
Ismail turned down the request 
and advised H.A. to report to the 
- police station or else he himself 
would go there and tell them of tbe 
crime. 

The dispute became heated and- 
ended with H.A. shooting Ismail 
in the head. 

Alarmed by the loud cries com- 
ing out of Ismairs house and' by 
the sound of the shooting, the nei- 
ghbours rushed to the scene and 
chased the murderer until he was 
cornered. He then shot himself, 
dying immediately.

4 Cooking oil may be unfit’ 


AMMAN (J.T.) — More than 50 
per cent of the vegetable oil used 
for cooking in Jordan is unfit for 
human consumption, according to 
a story published Friday In the 
local daily Arabic newspaper Ai 
Dustour which cited a study con- 
ducted by the Royal Scientific Soc- 
iety’s (RSS) department of ind- 
ustrial chemistry. 

The study pointed out that exp- 


eriments made on imported veg- 
etable oil revealed that this oil 
deteriorates if the temperature 
exceeds 1 90 degrees centigrade in 
addition to other scientific cha- 
nges. The Ministry of Health has. 
been informed of the resultsofthis 
study and a number of the min- 
istry’s staff have been trained to 
set-up a laboratory control system 
for the oils used in restaurants. 


Official accuses Israel of interference 

JMA: Occupied lands 
health service on slide 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The health situation in the occ- 
upied Arab territories has deteriorated sharply bec- 
ause of Israel’s measures and the lack of facilities in 
the hospitals, according to Dr. Salah AI Bustami, 
secretary of the Jordanian Medical Association 
(JMA). 

mg measures which result in the 
medical services in these hospitals 
dropping to a very low level. 

For example, he said, a third 
class room in an Arab hospital 
now costs the patient JD 30 a 
night. 


He said that the association is 
working hard to raise the standard 
of health services for the Arab 
population in co-operation with 
local physicians. 

According to Dr. Bustami, the 

Israeli authorities, which now con- 
trol the Arab hospitals, are imp- 
osing heavy fees on them and tak- 


These measures are designed to 


force the Arabs to seek medical 
treatment in Israeli hospitals and 
so ren-’jr Arab hospital services 
ineffective. Dr. Bustami added. 

He said that there is not a single 
health centre in the occupied West 
Bank which can offer integrated 
medical treatment Jue to the lack 
of facilities and specialists. 

The JMA. he said, has helped 
nearly 160 doctors in the West 
Bank to find work at Arab hos- 
pitals or to themselves stun pri- 
vate practices: and a housing pro- 
ject has been started in Nablus to 
help the doctors to settle and to 
resist Israeli measures. 


Bilateral youth 
links planned - 

AMMAN (Petra) — Alia, the 
Royal Jordanian Airline, has pre- 
pared a working paper which inc- 
ludes proposals for promoting 
Jordanian-French relations in 
youth and sporting fields. 

Tbe paper called for better con- 
tacts and meetings between young 
people in Jordan and France in 
.sports as well as for the exchange 
of books, research, posters and 
publications concerned with spo- 
rting and youth movements in the 
two countries. 

It also touched on tbe par- 
ticipation of young people in vol- 
untary work camps held in the two 
countries. 

The paper also called for the 
recruitment of French coaches to 
work in Jordan in such sports as 
fencing and handball and the bol- 
ding of a sports friendship week 
to be organised by the two cou- 
ntries in turn. 


Social security body to 
begin third stage of law 


AMMAN (Petra) — The number 
of employees covered by the Soc- 
ial Security Corporation (SSC) 
Law at the end of May 1984 tot- 
alled 232.000. of whom 161.000 
are Jordanians representing 69.2 
per cent of the total number, the 
SSC Director-General Farhi 
Obeid'has said. 

Mr. Obeid added that 500 com- 
panies and enterprises from the 
private sector with approximately 
7.000 employees have been reg- 
istered with the SSC under the 
second stage of the law’s imp- 
lementation. 

Mr. Obeid further added that 
the SSC is currently embarking on 
a comprehensive survey of the 
companies which employ 10 or 
more employees, to which the cab- 
inet’s decision on the application 
of the SSC law applies under its 


third stage. 

Other privately owned com- 
panies and enterprises have rec- 
ently contacted the SSC with a 
view to registering them so as to 
cover their staff with the SSC law. 
Mr. Obeid also said. 

The SSC. Mr. Obeid said, looks 
forward to co-operating with the 
owners of companies to which the 
law applies, and called on them to 
register i heir staff at the SSC at the 
earliest possible moment. 

The SSC had earlier applied the 
law' to all public sector staff who 
are not already covered by the 
pension law . in addition to ail staff 
working for companies which 
employ 20 or more people. Mr. 
Obeid further said. 

The first stage of the operation 
covered 1.100 companies, ent- 
erprises and institutions. 


Hospital move ensures better treatment for patients

AMMAN — The psychiatric hos- 
pital in Al Karama region has 
been moved to a new site on the 
Na’our road, the premises pre- 
viously having housed a hotel cal- 
led “The Villa”. 

The reasons for such a move 
were a combination of the lack of 
qualified staff to serve the pat- 
ients. the unsuitability of the old 
building and the long distance 
between the hospital site and ser- 
vice centres which resulted in dif- 
ficulty in finding staff willing to 
work there. The new premises, to 
which the hospital has been 
moved by Royal Decree, has pro- 
vided patients with a suitably hea- 
lthy place to live, under the aus- 
pices of the Health Ministry. 

The institutions at Dar Al 
Salam and Dar Al Diyafeh cater 
for the old and are un by the Social 
Development Ministry. 

Al Karama hospital director. 
Dr. Ihsan Ra’fat, spoke about the 
hospital's conditions saying: “The 
hospital was moved from Al Kar- 
ama so that patients could get suf- 
ficient care at a better place. The 
present centre has includes a spe- 
cialised unit for male psychiatric 
patients and some mentally ret- 
arded patients.” 

Initially, there was a shortage of 
staff, both medical and nursing, 
for the sufficient care of patients. 
However, within two weeks of the 
Royal Decree, a full medical staff 
had been secured and patients 
were moved into the new pre- 
mises. 

The number of patients resident 
at the hospital is 96, of whom 77 
per cent are schezophrenic, 13 5 
percent are mentally retarded and 
4 per cent are epileptic. The rest 
have various physical and psy- 
chological ailments. 

The ages of these patients range 
from 20-65 of whom 50 per cent 
are between 30-39 years old. 

Bask skills 

Attempts to rehabilitate some 
of the patients have started with 
teaching them basic skills. Ini- 
tially, Mrs. Perihan Siyam was the 
specialist appointed for such spe- 
cialised skilled work. She started 
by teaching the patients how to 
make artificial flowers. 

After a while, the Health Min- 
istry agreed to add more buildings 
and work houses to the hospital to 
make it a proper centre for the 
rehabilitation of its patients. 

The philosophy prevailing from 
the start was that the boarder pat- 
ients were not a group of destitute 
prople needing only shelter. Later 
on, the idea of getting them to 
work at learning skills was inc- 
luded as part of- their psychiatric 
treatment. 

In addition, patients would 
benefit financially, professionally 
and socially when returning to soc- 
iety. 

A committee has been formed 
to study the soda! and practical 
abilities of the psychiatric patients

$nd in order to train rhem in the 
areas to which they are best suited. 

It will also be responsible for 
providing the patients with the 
tools and equipment necessary to 
facilitate their training, while also 
pricing the finished products and 
deciding tbe fees due to each pat- 
ient. 

Sources of finance 

The sources of finance consist of 
amounts allocated by the Health 
Ministry, income from marketing 
the products of the hospital and 
from work done by psychiatric 
patients outside the hospital as 
well as money from charity baz- 
aars. parties and exhibitions org- 
anised by the committee. 

The first experiments in emp- 
loying all the patients in the hos- 
pital duely began and within three 
months the number of working 
patients had increased from eight 
to 65, of whom 30 work regularly. 

Three patients have been off- 
icially employed at one of the fac- 
tories near the hospital. 

The Mental Health Friendship 
Association used to finance all 
. expenses concerning work up until 
April 1983. Later, tbe only source 
of finance became the income 
from the produce of the patients 
themselves and from a number of 
bazaars that were held at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan, the Health Min- 
istry, and the Wadi Seer Women’s 
Association. 

In the past, wages paid to the 
patients were irregular and dep- 
ended on their work. However, 
starting October 1983, the com- 
mittee allocated token wages to 


working patients. 

Links with outside 

’ At the end of 1 983. the hospital 
became more open to soceity. 
Contacts were made with certain 
• factories to obtain, free of charge, 
raw materials that are of no use to 
them. 

Moreover, agreement was also 
made with the special education 
faculty at the University of Jordan 
to participate in the treatment 
programmes for the patients. 

Over the last year. 83 students 
frequented the hospital, each stu- 
dying one patient. 

Contact was also made with 
charitable bodies like the Queen 
Alia International Fund, the 
Youth Welfare Organisation 
(YWO) the Culture and Youth 
Ministry’s Fine Arts College and 
other clubs with a view to per- 
suading them to participate in the 
hospital's activities. 

The Rotary Club also res- 
ponded and everybody par- 
ticipated in collecting second hand 
clothes for the patients. 

The activities pursued by pat- 
ients at the hospital include mak- 
ing artificial flowers and stuffed 
toys, carpentry and burning in 
addition to going on trips. 

The YWO expressed its wil- 
lingness to provide games equ- 
ipment for football, handball, vol- 
leyball and table tennis. 

There are further plans to form 
a sports team and a music band for 
the hospital. 

Future prospects 
On the hospital's prospects for the 


future. Dr. Ihsan Ra’fat said: “ We 
hope to rehabilitate all the pat- 
ients to enable them to get day 
jobs outside the hospital. 

“We also hope that AJ Karama 
hospital will become a part-time 
rehabilitation centre for all psy- 
chiatric patients in Jordan and we 
intend to study the possibilities of 
helping them to returning to soc- 
iety or to their previous jobs. 

“We wish to work on the gra- 
dual rehabilitation of psychiatric 
patients so that they can re-enter 
society at one of several stages 
while we give them protection to 
ensure that they do not suffer rel- 
apses.” 

The number of schizophrenics 
in Jordan is estimated at 1 5.000. 
with a probable one per cent of 
newly bom babies also being aff- 
ected. Dr. Ra'fat said.. 

This number brings out the size 
of the problem and the imp- 
ortance of this hospital, he said. 

Dr. Ra'fat spoke of the pro- 
blems of work at the hospital say- 
ing that one of the most important 
problems is people’s lack of awa- 
reness of the importance of psy- 
chiatric treatment and the nature 
of psychiatric sickness, in addition 
to the shortage of specialised staff 
in this field. 

There is also the problem of fin- 
ance, he said, going on to observe 
that there are no serious attempts 
at involving society in helping psy- 
chiatric patients. 

Our primary study has con- 
firmed that many sectors are pre- 
pared to.help if they have the opp- 
ortunity, he added. 

A study is underway to organise 
programmes and specialised 


committees to spread information 
to all sectors of society by way of 
direct contact with all those con- 
cerned. he said. “We will also inv- 
ite them to visit the premises to see 
at first hand our activities and to 
view the achievements of the hos- 
pital.” he said. 

Mrs. Hanan Omar, psychiatric 
specialist at Al Karama. talked 
about the hospital's wards saying 
that there are 20 bedrooms on the 
first floor and 20 on the second 
floor. Each room contains two 
beds. 

A library is being started at the 
hospital from donations by the 
Amman Municipaliy. Also, vol- 
unteers from the public transport 
corporation organise monthly trips 
for the patients. 

Exhibition of works 

Mrs. Omar also spoke about ihe 
exhibitions of hospital works and 
products saying that these aim to 
encourage people to take pan in 
the bazaars so that they can see 
clearly the nature of the hospitaTs 
work and the services rendered to 
the patients. 

She also called upon people to 
visit the patients and to offer the 
care and sympathy they need. 

Mrs. Perihan Siyam’ Urn NidaT. 
the vocational training specialist, 
then talked about the nature of 
her work and said that many mod- 
els of the patients’ ability to per- 
fect such work, might be att- 
ributable to their wish to produce 
something useful for the group 
and to prove their existence as eff- 
ective individuals in society. 

In every exhibition or bazaar, 
viewers hardly believe that such 
works are products of psychiatric 
patients because of their high qua- 
lity. 

Consequently, we ask the pat- 
ients to work during the exh- 
ibitions to show off their talents. 

Mrs. Um NidaJ started work at 
the hospital three years ago. 

Miss Ahla Alayyan is also an 
active participant through her 
supervision of patients in the field 
of tailoring. 

The nursing head. Mr. Moh- 
ammad Momani, said that he had 
worked at the hospital since it was 
opened. 

His duties include co- 
ordination between the nursing 
section and other areas. 

He also personally trained to 10 
nursing workers. 

The licenced pharmacist, Miss 
Najwa Huweidi from the Health 
Ministry, prepares medicines, 
supervises their consumption and 
prepares purchase orders for med- 
icines from Health Ministry stores 
atiAl Bashir Hospital. 

Miss Huweidi complains that 
quite often medicines for psy- 
chiatric health are not available at 
the ministry's stores. Also their 
prices are very expensive and they 
are. not available at private pha- 
rmacies, she says. 

Furthermore, there is a need to 
use medicines other than those for 
psychiatric health such as those for 
high blood pressure and other ill- 
nesses, she pointed out.

Al Ra’i: Putting the house in order 

WHILE THE work on arranging [he Palestinian house is going on 
afocn. it is our duty to keep this house secure and safe and to remind 
our Palestinian brothers of the following facts: 

First: The dialogue currently taking place amongst the various 
factions of the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) is a test of 
the PLO's ability to accept democracy as a basis for presenting 
thoughts, discussing them and concluding a formula through which 
ail the PLO factions can meet. 

Second: The Free Palestinian will and the independent Palestinian 
decisions are the indispensable guarantee for the PLO to exercise its 
actual role, and demonstrate its existence in the Arab and int- 
ernational arenas. 

Third: The experiments of the past, however severe, can be utilised 
as a lesson to those who hold the dialogue and participate therein. 
However they should not be looked at as severe memories which will 
obstruct Palestinian cohesion. 

Fourth: The Palestine question demands that the Palestinian 
house be completely arranged. 

Fifth: Various international parties consider that the ball is still in . 
the Palestinian court. Therefore Palestinians are asked to re-arrange 
their house first so as to be able to put the ball back into the Israeli 
ground. 

Sixth: The time facior plays an important and a major role in 
motivating the Palestine question and in countering the challenges 
which are aimed at liquidating it. 

Al Diistour: Two parties, one policy 

THE STATEMENTS Israeli Premier Shamir issues from time to 
time, which was reiterated Thursday, in which he calls upon Jordan to 
go to the negotiating table on what he calls the real basis are not only 
for external consumption. They are attempts to simplify the affair, to 
overlook facts and to show that the Arab-Israeli conflict is a mere 
difference on simple formalities which can be solved in one or two 
sessions of discussion. 

Despite this, we know the reasons behind such statements are for 
Israeli electoral purpose and are tailored to satisfy this or that pan of 
the electorate. 

* We must also understand the tenors of the Israeli elections pro- 
grammes of the Likud and alignment parties through their practices 
over the inalienable rights of the Palestinian people between the 
period from 1967 until now.

Syria anxious to contain Gulf war

KUWAIT — Syria is expected to 
make fresh efforts to influence 
Tehran not to expand its long- 
running war with Iraq to the Arab 
states on the Western side of the 
Gulf, diplomats said. 

Kuwaiti Foreign Minister She- 
ikh Sabah Al Ahmad Al Sabah 
told a news conference Kuwait 
had received assurances from Syr- 
ian President Hafez Al Assad that 
Damascus would withdraw its 
support of Tehran if Iran carried 
the war lo states in the area other 
than Iraq. 

The diplomats said the remark 


“indicated Syria, which supports' 
Tehran against Baghdad, would' 
continue to put pressure on Iran to 
refrain from attacking Arab oil- 
tankers in the Gulf. 

Saudi Arabia and Kuwait have 
blamed Iran for air attacks on four 
Arab tankers in Gulf waters in 
recent weeks following Iraqi att- 
acks on shipping using Iranian 
pons. 

Diplomats said Sheikh Sabah’s 
statement had added impact bee- - 
ause it followed a meeting of for- 
eign ministers of the six members 
states of the Gulf "Co-operation 
Council in Saudi Arabia in early 
June. . 

The council was formed three 


'years ago to promote economic' 
and defence co-operation bet- 
ween Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
Oman. Oatar and Bahrain. 

Sheikh Sabah's statement also 
followed visits to Saudi Arabia 
and Iran -early this monlb by Syr- 
ian Vice-President Abdul Halim 
Khaddam. 

The diplomats said Mr. Kha- 
ddam had sought to defuse tension 
between Iran and the Gulf Arab: 
countries which had suddenly, 
built up as a result of attacks on 
shipping. 

They said Sheikh Sabah’s ref- 
ence to Syria was likely to spur 


'Damascus into launching a new 
effort to use its influence with Iran 
-to contain the war. Mr. Khaddam 
was expected to visit the Gulf 
Arab states in the near future. 

Syria's efforts would be wel- 
comed by the Gulf states with 
which it has excellent relations, 
the diplomats added. 

Syria receives hefty financial - 
support from the Arab oil states of 
the Gulf. Kuwait recently ear- 
marked S3 million dinars (about 
SI 65 million) in its budget for aid 
to Syria. 

Sheikh Sabah said last week 
efforts to convince Syria to re- 
open a pipeline carrying Iraqi 


crude oil to the Mediterranean 
that it closed in April 1982 had 
failed. 

The diplomats said the opening 
of the line was not expected in the 
foreseeable future. 

A legal committee formed by 
the Organisation of Arab Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
.(OAPEC) to look into the pip- 
eline dispute is expected to issue 
its judgement in August. 

' But the diplomats said Syria, 
which has knag been at odds with 
the Baghdad leadership, would 
not necessarily abide by the com- 
mittee's decision as it saw the dis- 
pute as political

Hawke government confused over 
aborigines, land rights and mining 

Australia's guilt concerning the aborigines has led the Hawke gov- 
ernment to concentrate on land rights. But this has led to disaffection in 
the resources sector and fears concerning the future of exploration. 

Cohn Chapman reports. 


SYDNEY — ‘"Faced by a gov- 
ernment which is essentially hos- 
tile to resource developments and 
innately contemptuous of private 
enterprise, perhaps it would be 
better to leave investments in 
Australia to the international ins- 
■ titutions just like any other Third 
World country." ( Rowe and Pit- 
man, London stockbrokers.) 

“When it comes to natural res- 
ources. the Hawke government' 
and its bureaucratic advisers, like 
the Bourbons, have learnt nothing . 
and forgotten nothing.” (Ban 
Ryan, chairman of Laurel Bay 
Petroleum.) 

Given the widespread sqpport 
for the Hawke government among . 
the populace — a 74 per cent app- 
roval rating in a recent opinion 
poll — and among the business! 
community, statements like those - 
above come as something of a 
shock. 

After all, Australia is showing 
one of the highest real growth 
rates in the Organisation for Eco- 
nomic Co-operation and Dev- 
elopment (OECD), real unit lab- 
our costs are falling sharply, cor- 
porate profits rose by 38 per cent 
in 1983, and they are still rising. 

Be that as it may. the resources 
sector is thoroughly disaffected. 

The oil industry says that new 
taxes due to be imposed on July I 
will lead to a rapid decline in exp- 
loration, and in Queensland those 
models of good corporate beh- 
aviour, the giant coal companies, 
are declaring a tax strike and say 
they will not pay state charges. ! 

But by far the most serious issue i 


is land rights for the aborigines. 

There is no doubt that Australia 
feels a great sense of guilt about 
the aborigines, who. in the past 
200 years, have been slaughtered, 
starved, diseased and debauched. 

Whether living on the fringes of 
country towns, in squalid inner 
suburbs like Sydney’s Redfem, or 
in the desen, the aboriginal peo- 
ple present, to a considerable ext- 
ent, a. forlorn picture. Returning 
some of the land to its original * 
owners is seen as just, as well as 
relieving the white Australian 
conscience. 

So far one-eighth of Australia's 
land surface has been returned to 
the aborigines, most of it in areas 
that are either desert or scrub, and 
considered' by many as not worth 
having. 

But the system of introducing, 
land rights varies sharply from, 
state to state. There is no easy way 
of identifying traditional abo- 
riginal landowners, and when 
some are identified and com- 
pensated for alleged intrusion on 
their land, there is acute bitterness 
and jealousy between tribe's. 

At the sharp end of modern 
Australia ’ 5 dispute with the abo- 
rigines have been the raining com- 
panies. and land rights have had 
their greatest effect in the Nor- 
thern Territory (N-T.) where abo- 
riginal land now covers about 27 
per cent of the state. 

A further 18 per cent is under 
claim, so almost half of some of 
the richest minerals areas is eff- 
ectively under aboriginal control. 
That would not matter if people 


knew what aboriginal control 
meant —but they do not, for there 
are few precedents likely' to hold 
up in a court of law. 

The result is that exploration in 
the Northern Territory has all but, 
come to a halt. Indeed there has" 
been no significant exploration 
since 1972, when the last Labour 
government, led by Mr. Gough 
Whitlam. froze the processing of 
mining tenements, pending land 
rights legislation. 

The Aboriginal Land Rights. 
Act for the NT was passed in 
1976. and provided that anyone 
who wants to explore or mine has 
both to obtain the consent of the 
traditional aboriginal owners and 
to compensate them adequately. 

Since then only six dev- 
elopments have been agreed, all 
the result of exploration prior to 
1976. These are the Granites gold 
mine, which took seven j-ears to 
negotiate, the Ranger. Nabarlek 
and Jabiluka uranium mines, and 
the Mereenie and Palm Valley oil 
fields. 

The Northern Territory gov- 
ernment is analysing the results of 
a questionnaire sent to 42 com- 
panies offered exploration lic- 
ences since June 1981. 

Of these. 33 companies, rep- 
resenting four -fifths of the lic- 
ences, responded, and 21 of them 
reported that they had been inv- 
olved in negotiations with abo- 
riginal land councils. None of 
them bad been able to reach agr- 
eement, and only in one case were 
there serious negotiations. 

Some said they were put off by 
incomprehensible procedures, 
and the lack of effective gui- 
delines. Others reported that the 
aboriginal land councils felt they 
could not' negotiate because they 


were unable to identify the tra- 
ditional owners. 

Another problem was that some 
aboriginal groups were prepared 
to permit exploration to take 
place, but were unwitting to make 
a .commitment to raining dev- 
elopment should significant dis- 
coveries be made. 

Several raining companies rep-. 
orted that their lack of success was 
not for want of trying — they had 
engaged consultant ant- 
hropologists able to speak abo- 
riginal dialects at fees of between 
AS 3 00 (U.SJ268) and AS400 a 
day. Yet even they had been una- 
ble to identify either owners or 
sacred sites. 

The Northern Territory Cha- 
'raber of Mines is explicit in its 
views. 

“It would be an act of com- 
mercial lunacy,” it has told the 
federal government, “ for any min- 
ing company to accept willingly a 
situation where millions of dollars 
could be spent on minerals exp- 
loration with absolutely no rea- 
sonable guarantee of being able to 
mine it at some future date should 
viable deposits be found.” 

The NT is not the only state 
where exploration is paralysed. In 
Western Australia. Mr. Brian 
Burke’s government has ann- 
ounced that it will transfer 8.6 per 
cent pf the land area to aborigines. 
A further 40 per cent is Crown 
land, which the aborigines say 
they will claim. 

“If the doctrines and principles 
underlying the Northern Territory 
legislation are applied to the rest 
of Australia, there will be no exp- 
loration activity, and no mining 
industry,” said Mr. Hugh Morgan, 
chief executive of Western Min- 
ing. 


France chooses to ignore wrangling 
over British budget payments to EC

BRUSSELS — With prospects 
bleak for settling a dispute over 
British budget payments at next 
Monday’s summit, the European 
Community’s French presidency 
appears set to ignore the problem, i 
according to diplomats. ! 

President Francois Mitterrand I 
of France, who will preside at the 
gathering of Community leaders 
at the palace of Fontainebleau 
near Paris, wants to alter the 
Community's image of being par- 
l.alysed by interminable wrangling- 
over cash. 

Mr. Mitterrand is determined to 
show that the 10-narion grouping 
is alive and kicking despite what; 
he sees as British intransigence, 
diplomats said. 

He will focus discussions on a| 
wide range of global and Eur-i 
ope an issues ranging from east-: 
west ties, disarmament, world ; 
economic issues and the Middle 
East to new ideas for closer Eur-i 


opean political, cultural and eco- 
nomic unity. 

There may be an element of- 
brinks manship in this attitude, 
which could push the bloc towards 
bankruptcy, they added. 

French officials said that Mr. 
Mitterrand was not prepared to 
allow the British budget problem, 
which he considers peripheral to 
his vision of Europe, to dominate 
the Fontainebleau summit. 

The issue dominated previous 
summits in Brussels and Athens 
and failure to settle it has left the 
Community sliding towards ban- 
kruptcy with its financial problems 
unresolved. 

Britain puts more cash into the 
Community than it gets out and 
benefits least from the huge farm 
support system although it is 
among the least prosperous nat- 
ions of the bloc. 

The two sides are only about 
-$200 million apart on a reference 
figure for calculating annual reb- 
ates for Britain. 

What is known of Mr. Mit- 


terrand's plans bas caused unease 
among those who want to tackle 
the British budget problem, which 
is blocking a deal to end the 
group's serious financial pro- 
blems. 

“We cannot forget about pre- 
sent problems," West German 
Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich 
Genschersaid in Luxembourg ear- 
lier this week on leaving a two-day 
meeting of the group’s foreign 
ministers to prepare for the sum- 
mit 

But he sard Britain was still iso- 
lated in the Community and had 
not yet made the necessary con- 
cessions to get the deal on future 
refunds which it was very near cli- 
nching at the Brussels. 

The European commission, 
which reckons the bloc will run out 
of cash by October, is particularly 
concerned at the French pre- 
sidency’s tactics, described by one 
official as “a policy of deliberate 
'neglect.” 

Officials say that failure to sec- 
ure a budget deal would leave no 


time to agree a rescue package to 
avoid serious embarrassment later 
in the year. 

French officials are impatient 
with arguments that this would 
further dent the Community’s alr- 
eady damaged image. 

“We want to deal with the fut- 
ure of Europe, not with problems 
of the past,” a senior French dip- 
. lomat said. 

French External Affairs Min- 
ister Claude Cheysson broadly 
outlined at the foreign minister? 
meeting the topics Mitterrand 
wished to raise, diplomats said. 

Mr. Cheysson later chided rep- 
orters for paying what he said was 
undue attention to the budget 
problem and French officials said 
it would not be a main topic at the- 
sumtniL 

> The summit will be the last at 
which Mr. Mitterrand will preside 
before he hands the six-monthly 
presidency over to Irish Prime 
Minister Garret Fitzgerald on July 
1. Diplomats said it could at least 
clarify his ideas if nothing else. 


Great expectations, 
thorny legacy await 
Carrington at NATO

BRUSSELS — Britain’s Lord 
Peter Carrington takes over as 
NATO secretary-general next 
.Monday amid great expectations 
but with no shortage of intractable 
problems. 

After 13 years in the ste- 
wardship of Dutchman Joseph 
Luns, who seemed to lose touch in 
latter years with the changing 
mood of public opinion. NATO's 
image badly needs a face-lift and 
officials believe Carrington is just 
the man. 

The 65 -year-old former foreign 
and defence secretary starts the 
job at what for most ordinary mor- 
tals is retirement age. He brings a 
reputation as a skilled negotiator 
and a persuasive advocate of less 
embittered East- West relations. 

But his aristocratic charm and 
dry wit may be sorely tried as chief 
executive of an alliance suffering, 
from Transatlantic tensions, ina- 
dequate conventional forces and 
shortages of cash and manpower. 

“Lord Carrington will give 
NATO a higher profile. People 
are going to listen to him in a way 
that hasn’t been true of his pre-* 
decessor over the last few years,” 
one NATO ambassador said. 

“In terms of public relations, he 
will certainly be able to achieve 
very major results,” another off- 
icials said. “But in terms of the 
intractable issues of substance, the 
expectations may be too high.” 

Mr. Carrington resigned from 
’Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher’s cabinet in April 1 982 after 
Argentina’s seizure of the Fal- 
kland Islands. His reputation is 
jehiefly built on his 1979 ach- 
ieve rnent of an independence set- 
tlement for Zimbabwe. 

He arrices at NATO at a time 
when relations between the Uni- 
ted States and the Soviet Union 
are at a low ebb. 

In a major lecture on East- West 
relations last year, which in 
hindsight reads like a manifesto 
for the Atlantic affiance, he spoke 
■out against ideological “meg- 
aphone diplomacy” and said the 
West lacked a positive strategy 
towards the Soviet Union. 

The new secretary-general also 
faces serious challenges in what 
| lias become known as “West- 
West relations” — the man , 
lagement of differences between 
‘the United States and its West 
European allies over defence spe- 
nding, trade with the Socialist 
Bloc, Transatlantic arms sales and 
the transfer of high technology. 

• The latest symptom is a U.S. 
defence budget amendment tab- 
led this week by Democratic Sen- 
;ator Sara Nunn, a supporter of 
NATO, which calls for a gradual 
^withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
Europe if European allies do not 
spend more on defence.

nagar. Moored on the banks of the 
river Jhelum, the Dal and Nagin 
lakes, they are known for their 
comfort. A houseboat ranges from 
24 to 38 metres in length and is 
three to six metres wide. There are 
two living rooms, and two or three 
bedrooms with attached bat- 
hrooms and hot and cold running 
water. The boats are elegantly 
furnished with the excellent bath 
rooms. Electricity, crockery, cut- 
lery. modem appliances and rad- 
ios are provided. Houseboats have 
decks for sunbathing. Smaller 
boats can be punted about and 
moored at different places. 

Each houseboat has a shikara 
boat for crossings and an attached 
kitchen- boat which also serves as 
quarters for the staff 

Shopping is never a problem 
while you are on a houseboat, 
because shops come to you and 
they cater to almost all of your 
requirements. It is a charming 
sight to wake up to the calls of 
vendors and see the lake full of 
small patches of flowers which 
turn out to be boats selling flo- 
wers. 

On the southern shore of the 
lake is the Sankaracharya Hill and 
to the west lies the Hari ParbaL 
Fort. 

The Sankaracharya Hill, which 
is also known as Takhl- 
i-Sulaiman, and a Hindu temple 
there are a commanding site. It is 
said to have been originally built 
by Jaluka, son of Ashoka, around 
200 BC although very little of the 
old structure remains today. The 
present upper structure is sup- 
posed to have been built by an 
unknown Hindu devotee during 
the tolerant reign of the Mughal- 
Emperor Jahangir. And early 
morning climb to the top offers a 
- magnificent view of the valley and 
the snowy peaks of the Pir Panjal 
mountain ranges. . 

The Hari Parbat Fort is an 1 8th 1 
century fort constructed by Alta 
Mohammad Khan, an Afghan 
governor. The mighty wall around 
the hill was built by Akbar in the 
16th century. 

Harwan. a village which lies 
'some 18 kilometres from Sri- 
nagar. is of great interest to lovers 
of archaeology and ancient cul- 
ture. On a hillside south of the 
village remarkable remains of anc- 
ient, ornamented brick pavements 
have come to light. The tiles ind- 
icate the dress of the people, such

Lewis qualifies for 4th event 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Carl 
Lewis Thursday completed the 
first step towards duplicating Jesse 
Owens' feat of winning four Oly- 
mpic gold medals by qualifying for 
the 200 metres at the U.S. track 
and field trials. 

Lewis' winning time. 19.86 sec- 
onds. was the fifth fastest in his- 
tory and qualified him for his fou- 
rth Olympic event. 

Earlier in the week he won the 
long jump and the 100 metres, 
which also earned him a spot in the 
4x100 metre relay team. 

*Tve showed myself and eve- 
rybody else that when I’m ready to 
geL down I can do it,’’ the 22- 
year-old star said. "I look forward 
to duplicating this week at the 
Olympics." 

Kirk Baptiste finished second in 
the 200 metres final with a time of 
20.05 seconds, while Thomas Jef 
Erson was third in 20.37. 

In a semi-final round earlier in 
the day. Calvin Smith, who won 
the 200 metres at last year' s World 
Championships, was eliminated 
when he finished in fourth. 


America's top woman sprinter, 
Evelyn Ashford, also failed in her 
bid to qualify for the 200 metres 
when she had to drop out of a first 
round race because of a recurring 
hamstring problem. 

The problem is not believed to 
be serious, however, and Ashford 
will still compete in the 100 metres 
and the 'women's 4xl00-metre 
relay, which she had qualified for 
by winning the 100- metre event 
earlier in the trials. 

American records were set in 
the pole vault and the women’s 
400-metre hurdles. 

vfifce Tully set the new mark in

Friday 
blamed West Germany’s present 
plight on the years-iong practice 
of producing soccer athletes, not 
footballers. 

He said he could not remember 
having seen ihe West German 
team play a good match over the 
past two years. 

“Jupp Derwall is now the bog- 
eyman. But the fault is not his 
alone. He simply has no better 
players." Beckenbauer said. 

He said he had held out hopes of 
West German success after the 
early preliminaary round matches 
in France, but the defeat by Spain 
was dreadful. 

"Worse still, the low point has 
not yet been reached." Bec- 
kenbauer said. “We will be com- 
plaining in the coming years over 
more bitter defeats." 

He saw a large question mark 
against West Germany’s hopes of 
qualifying for the 1986 World Cup 


finals in Mexico. 

Beckenbauer, who played 103 
times for his countiy, declined an 
offer of a future post with the nat- 
ional soccer federation (DFB). 
made in a vain attempt to stop him 
from going to FC Cosmos of New 
York in 1977. He returned three 
years later to end his playing car- 
eer with Hamburg. 

The newspaper Die Welt said: 
" Young players like Olaf Thon... 
or Ralf Falkenmaycr belong to the 
future, and these are the ones the 
national trainer, whoever he may 
be. must give his attention to. But 
they need an environment in 
which they can mature. They will 
not find this atmosphere in the 
national Leam of Jupp Derwall.”

Many newspaper also attacked 
the Df% and its president.

Hermann Neuberger did not fire 
his trainer Derwall long ago. the 
.‘answer is because he would have 
to admit to his most capital mis- 
take (appointing and retaining 
Derwall) and go himself."

Crude steel 
output rises 

BRUSSELS (R) — Non- 
communist world crude steel out- 
put rose strongly in Vlay with the 
United States continuing to lead 
the recovery, according to the Int- 
ernational Iron and Steel Ins- 
titute. 

The institute's monthly bulletin | 
showed U.S. output in vlay up 
24.1 percent to 8.3 million tonnes 
compared with the same month 
last year, while Japanese pro- 
duction rose 10.0 per cent to 9.0 
million tonnes.

Cuba resells 
Soviet oil 

HAVANA (R) - 5 - Cuba, which 
has been hit by low world prices 
for hs major export, sugar, has 
turned to reselling Soviet oil imp- 
orts to offset its loss of hard cur- 
rency, trade sources said.

World Bank to emphasise 
role of private investments 


AIRLIE, Virginia (R) — The 
World Bank will press developing 
countries to accept more direct 
private investment, a senior bank 
official said Wednesday. 

Mr. Jabed Burki, director of 
international relations for the 
bank, said the agency had always 
sought to convince countries to 
open their borders to foreign inv- 
estment. but that this process was 
even more necessary now because 
of the global debt crisis. 

"Private development inv- 
estment is one way of filling the 
gap between what countries need 
Sod. what they can borrqw." he 
told a seminar sponsored by the 
bank. "We will pm much more 
emphasis on it in the future." he 


added. 

in the past, many developing 
countries were suspicious of pri- 
vate foreign investment on the 
grounds it might give foreigners 
influence over the internal pol- 
itical machinery of the country. 

Mr. Burki said there had been 
some relaxation by countries but 
that more was needed because of 
the debt crisis. 

The bank official also said cou- 
ntries were faced with a serious 
reduction in so-called con- 
cessional aid — interest-free loans 
the bank’ and other institutions 
jtake to poor countries^ because 
wealctyseations have been cutting 1 
back their help to multilateral ins- 
titutions. 


In addition, commercial banks 
remain reluctant to help as much 
as they have in the past, further 
reducing the flow of funds to the 
Third World. 

In the past, development of 
Third World countries had been 
financed, in part, by trade with 
weahheir states, but trade pat- 
terns have been changing as att- 
empts arc being made to adjust to 
huge debts and other problems. 

Another bank official who 
spoke at the seminar, economics 
vice-president Ms. Anne Krueger, 
said it was crucial the economic 
recovery in the United States spr- 
ead to other industrial countries so 
that they could help poor cou- 
ntries. 


Crude oil prices drop sharply 


ROTTERDAM |R) — Crude oil 
was selling on the European spot 
narket Friday at the lowest prices 
since OPEC slashed $5 off the 
price of a barrel of oiljin March last 
year, oil traders said. 

The low prices, stemming from 
poor demand for the worlvfs ple- 
ntiful supplies and a lull in the 
Gulf war. are likely to present a 
challenge for oil ninisiers from 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), 
due to meet in Vienna on July 10, 

However, industry sources say 
they do not expect the. 13 OPEC 


ministers to lower the ceiling on 
their oil production as a way of 
dealing with the glut. 

Traders said the price of North 
Sea Brent crude had surprised 
many by tumbling a full dollar a 
barrel in 1 0 days to $28 JO. S 1 .50 
below its official selling price. 

But the industry sources said 
the fundamentally weak global 
supply-demand picture had only 
recently re-asserted itself. 

In Rotterdam, where refiners 
and independent companies have 
space for around 35 million tonnes 
of crude oil and products, crude oil 


tanks are almost full, according to 
industry sources. 

North Sea and North African 
spot cargoes are now vying for 
buyers at almost any price with 
some refiners among the sellers. 

As Gulf war fears recede. Mid- 
dle East oil prices are also falling 
fast. 

Saudi Arabia's Arab light 
grade, the oil OPEC uses as a ben- 
chmark for setting prices, fell by 
30 to 40 cents a barrel this week to 
around $27.85. 

Its official $29 level was set in 
March Iasi year.

PARIS (R) — A group of Western nations has promised Sri Lanka 
an increase in aid for the coming year despite concern about eco- 
nomic trends there. Sri Lankan and World Bank officials saiif Thu- 
rsday. After an aid consortium meeting, the official said the Western 
group had pledged aid totalling $540 million. One Sri Lankan official 
said: "We are quite happy with the pledges that were made. In tact 
they exceed in some respects the recommendations made by the 
World Bank.” The official said the donor nations felt Sri Lanka still 
had to put the balance of payments right, finance more of its inv- 
estments out of its own savings, and modernise irs transport and 
telecommunications. *' There was a genera', feeling, which we shared, 
that we required further structural adjustment of the economy if we 
are.io remain viable in the long term." he said. The donors were also 
concerned by the communal disturbances which contributed to lower 
growth there in 1983.

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Mitterrand ends Moscow talks 

French president criticises 
Soviet human rights record 


MOSCOW (R) — Pravda Friday published a cen- 
sored version of a speech by President Francois Mit- 
terrand as he ended a Visit marked by his criticism of 
the Soviet human rights record. 


Keeping a pledge to speak pla- 
inly to Soviet President Kon- 
■ stantin Chernenko/ Mr. Mit-. 
terrand Thursday night breached 
diplomatic practice in a Kremlin 
speech and cited Western concern 
over the case of dissident physicist 
Andrei Sakharov. ■ 

Visiting leaders usually refrain 
from naming names, especially on 
an -internal matter, in formal spe- 
eches. 

The Communist Party daily 
Pravda, which normally reprints in 
full speeches by visiting heads of 
state, Friday cut Mr. Mitterrand's 
remarks on Sakharov as well as 
criticism of Soviet policy on nuc- 
lear missiles. Afghanistan apd 
Poland. 

Using conciliatory language. 
Mr. Mitterrand told Mr. Che- 
rnenko that Sakharov's and other 
cases caused emotion in the West 
because they implied a threat to 
the 1975 Helsinki Human Rights 
' Accords. 

Pravda and the Official News 
Agency TASS said only that Mr. 
Mitterrand had spoken in detail 
on the need to observe human 
rights in all countries. 

Though Mr. Mitterrand's action 
was certain to have angered the 
Soviet leadership, French officials 
said it had riot noticeably marred 
'the atmosphere of a Kremlin ban- 
.queL - 


.. Mr. Chernenko, who. had sho- 
rtly before told Mr. Mitterrand the 
. Kremlin would not be ‘lectured on 
human rights, spent the banquet in 
conversation with the French' pre- 
sident. 

Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko, a past master at- signalling 
displeasure with a grim exp- 
ression, greeted Mr.- Mitterrand 
for t alks in the Kremlin Friday 
with a broad smile. . 

Diplomats said Moscow seemed 
to have expected Mr. Mitterrand 
to speak out on human rights after 
statements he made before his. 
visit the first by a French pre- 
sident for five years. 

Such straight speaking would 
have been unthinkable from Mr. 
Mitterrand's right-wing pre- 
decessors, diplomats said. Mr. 
Chernenko and other Soviet lea- 
ders have made clear they would 
be delighted to see France return 
to the more neutral stance it took 
in East- West relations under pre- 
vious presidents. 

Mr. Mitterrand has backed dep- 
loyment of new U.S. missiles in 
Europe by the NATO alliance to 
counter Soviet SS-20 weapons, 
which 'he. told .Mr. Chernenko 
Thursday had tipped the nuclear 
balance in Moscow's favour. No- 
NATO 'missiles are deployed in 
France. 


-Mr. Chernenko said Moscow 
made a distinction between cou- 
ntries which possessed NATO 
missiles and those which had 
none, and emphasised common 
points between Paris and Moscow. 

Mr. Mitterrand . Friday, in an 
address to Moscow’s French 
community, emphasised the con- 
tinuity of French-Soviet relations. 1 

By speaking, frankly France 
aimed to “lay bare" and possibly 
overcome difficulties. “I am str- 
iving to perpetuate, in spite of 
what is said and what is believed, 
something that represents a cor- 
dial historic relations,'' he said. 

Talking to reporters, Mr. Mit- 
terrand denied he had couched his 
remarks “in honey” and said his 
mention of Sakharov had sent a 
shiver through the tables at the 
Kremlin banquet, “though not 
those of the leaders." 

Mr. Mitterrand held a final 
round of talks with Mr. Che- 
rnenko after lunch at the embassy 
Friday, i 

Mitterrand to visit Spain 

PARIS (R) — French President 
Francois Mitterrand will pay a 
one-day visit to Madrid on June 
29 and hold talks with Spanish 
Prime Minister Felipe Gonzalez. 
French officials said Thursday. 

The visit was part of a series of 
European Community con- 
sultations conducted by Mr. Mit- 
terrand during France's six-month 
presidency of the 10-nation bloc, 
they said. . .

Conference calls for end 
to investment in S. Africa 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — A 
United Nations anti-apartheid 
conference called Thursday night 
for withdrawal of foreign inv- 
estment from South Africa. 

The closing declaration of a 
four-day North American Reg- 
ional Conference for Action Aga- 
inst Apartheid also condemned 
the Reagan administration's pol- 
icy of “constructive engagement" 
with Pretoria. 

The declaration called for" total 
divestment of funds already inv- 
ested" in South Africa, saying 


there were no conditions blinder 
which transnational corporations 
in that country could be con- 
sidered a progressive influence. 

“All investment supports apa- 
rtheid and must be withdrawn.” 

Among those who addressed 
the conference were United States 
Democratic Presidential Can- 
didate Jesse Jackson, Senator 
Edward Kennedy. Mayor Andrew 
Young of Atlanta, and the pre- 
sident of the South West Africa 
People's Organisation. Sam Nuj- 
oma. 


Seoul considers resuming 
contacts with Moscow 


SEOUL (R) — South Korea is 
considering 'resuming non- 
political exchanges with the Soviet 
Union which were stopped after 
the shooting down of a South Kor- 
ean airliner last September, gov- 
ernment officials said Friday. 

Seoul might send a delegation 
to an international geological con- 
gress due to be held in Moscow 
from Aug. 14 to 21 . a senior gov- 
ernment official told Reuters. He 
said it would mark the first non- 
political links since the airliner inc- 
ident. 

He said Seoul was also con- 
sidering inviting Kremlin officials 
to the opening ceremony in Sep- 


tember of a stadium which will be 
used as the main venue for the 
198S summer Olympic Games in 
Seoul. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said the governments’ s basic pol- 
icy was to seek improved relations 
with Moscow and China to ease 
tensions in the Korean peninsula, 
locked in military confrontation 
between South and North Kore.a 
since the Korean War of 1 950-53. 

“We cannot just continue ind- 
efinitely the present frozen state, 
of relationship with the Soviet 
Union if we hope to prevent the 
repetition of the Korean War." he 
said. 


Cranston: Pakistan capable of 
making nuclear weapons 


WASHINGTON (R) — A U.S. 
senator said Thursday he has new 
evidence Pakistan has achieved 
the capability of producing several 
nuclear weapons a year. 

“I am today releasing sub- 
stantial new evidence that Pak- 
istan has acquired all the cap- 
ability necessary to produce their 
own nuclear weapons," Democrat 
Alan Cranston told the Senate. 

Pakistan's knowledge, funds 
and supplies came from various 
sources, including parts from Eur- 
ope and the United States and 
warhead design from China, he 
said. He had no evidence Pakistan 
had built nuclear bombs but 
added: “They may have done so." 

. Sen. Cranston told senators that 
U:S. officials had confirmed* evi- 
dence he had received from ho n- 
classified sources. “Pakistan now 
has the .designs, the hardware, the 
plants arid the personnel capable 
of producing several nuclear wea- 
pons per year,”’ he said. 


“According to to ray inf- 
ormation, this capability will grow 
to where Pakistan could produce 
at least a dozen nuclear weapons 
during the next three to five years 
if their facilities function smo- 
othly.” 

Sen. Cranston said China had 
been helping Pakistan with nuc- 
lear design since 1970. Chinese 
Premier Zhao Ziyang has said 
China does not help other cou- 
ntries develop nuclear weapons. 

The Reagan administration had 
"no comment on Sen. Cranston's 
allegation but said it had exp- 
ressed concern about uns- 
afeguarded nuclear activities in 
Pakistan. 

“We have made our concerns 
known to the government of Pak- 
istan- at every appropriate opp- 
ortunity," Stale Department Spo- 
kesman John Hughes said. 

“We have .welcomed President 
Zia's repeated statements that 
Pakistan will not acquire a nuclear 
device of any kind."-he said.

Arms found at Sri Lanka university 


COLOMBO fR) — Sri Lankan 
police Friday found a large cache 
of bombs and other weapons hid-^ 
den at a Colombo university as the' 
authorities said student unrest on 
the island had been brought under 
controL 

A government spokesman told 
Reuters that police found petrol 
bombs, bottles, knives, clubs and 
bicycle chains at the Sri Jay- 
ewardenapura University on the 
outskirts of Colombo. 

It is one of six universities clo- 
sed this week afier student vio- 
lence in which two students died 
and several were injured. Two pol- 
icemen were also injured. 

More than 50 people have been 
arrested in connection with the 
violence and several others have 
been questioned by police and rel- 


eased, the spokesman said. 

National Security Minister Lal- 
ith Athulathmudali said the sit- 
uation in the universities had been 
brought under control. . 

Mr. Athulathmudali and Edu- 
cation Minister Ranil Wic- 
kremasinghe Friday visited the Sri 
Jayewardenepura University with 
high police officers and saw the 
collection of weapons. 

Officials said most wore dis- 
covered thanks to information 
given by some of thedetained stu- 
dents. 

All schools in the capital were 
closed Friday on instructions from 
the education authorities' who 
said "extremist elements” were 
frying to -use university students 
and school children to create tro- 
uble in the country. 


The government said these 
“provocateurs” were being arr- 
ested. 

Among those detained was 
Vasudeva Nanayakkara, leader of 
the New Socialist Party which has 
been outlawed since ethnic riots in 
July last year, the spokesman said. 

Mr. Athulathmudali Thursday 
night denied in parliament opp- 
osition charges that police were 
arresting university students ind- 
iscriminately and assaulting (hem. 

He warned the opposition par- 
ties not to make political capital 
out of the student unrest. 

Police Friday continued to 
guard the universities, which have 
been closed indefinitely, and pat- 
rolled sensitive areas in Colombo 
and the provinces. 


Senate opproves military spending bill 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. 
Senate Thursday approved a mil- 
itary funding bill afier rejecting a 
controversial proposal to slash 
American troop levels in NATO 
unless the allies boost their def- 
ence spending. 

After a 17-hour session, the 
Senate approved a S291 billion 
defence spending bill for 1985 on 
an 82-6 vote. 

Differences with the House of 
Representatives' version will be 
worked out by a conference com- 
mittee. 

The all-night debate ended an 
argument which had raged since 
June 7 over the troop cutback plan 
put forward by Georgia Democrat 
Sam Nunn. 

His proposal to cut U.S. troops 
by 9d,000 unless North Atlantic 
allies spent three percent more on 
defence annually after inflation 
was killed on a’ 55-41 vole fol- 
lowing an extraordinary lobbying 
effort by the Reagan adm- 
inistration and alliance members. 

“We are pleased ... It is a very 
good* product," White House 


Spokesman Larry Speakes said 
Thursday. 

The Senate accepted a Rep- 
ublican compromise calling for a 
freeze on U.S. forces at next year’s 
level unless the defence secretary 
certifies the allies “have und- 
ertaken significant measures" to 
meet Sen. Nunn's goals. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz had argued that Sen. 
Nunn's objective of building up 
NATO conventional forces would 
not be accomplished by sanctions 
but would instead drive a wedge 
into the alliance. 

President Reagan personally 
telephoned many senators to 
lobby against the plan and con- 
gressional sources said officials 
from several NATO countries had 
been in touch with senators. 

NATO relieved 

NATO Secretary-General Jos- 
eph Luns Thursday applauded the 
defeat of a U.S. Senate ame- 
ndment that would have thr- 
eatened a pullout of some Ame- 


rican forces from Europe if Eur- 
. opean governments did not spend 
more on defence. 

“We are in some anxiety these 
past days about Senator Nunn's 
' amendment," Mr. Luns said. 
“Therefore I would express some 
satisfaction that it was defeated.” 
Mr. Luns said Western Europe 
could and should do “somewhat 
more” for its defence. 

But he pointed to budgetary 1 
constraints and-to substantial con- 
tributions by several European all- 
ies which were not counted in their 
military budgets, such as the pro- 
vision of premises for allied forces 
by West Germany. 

Senior NATO officials" said the 
narrow margin of the Senate vote 
suggested the alliance was set for a 
renewed and divisive debate on 
how the United States and Wes- 
tern Europe should share the def- 
ence burden. 

“It is a serious warning of Ame- 
rican frustration with the Eur- 
opeans. This is not going to go 
away/' a senior defence planner 
said. 


Portuguese hero held incommunicado 


LISBON (R) — Portuguese rev- 
olutionary hero Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho, detained in a former 
secret police prison, will be held 
incommunicado fora period of 20 
days, his wife said Thursday. 

The 47-year old army 
lieutenant-colonel, twice a pre- 
sidential candidate, was one of 42 
people arrested in a major swoop 
launched on Tuesday against sus- 
pected urban guerrillas calling 
themselves the Popular Forces of 
April 25 — date of the 1974 
armed forces revolution which 
restored democracy in PortugaL 

Justice authorities are int- 
errogating Col. Otelo — as he is 
invariably known in Portugal — 
and other suspects, and Justice 
Minister Rui Machete has. said the 
operation is continuing. 

CoL Otelo, operational com- 
mander of the armed forces coup 
and later one of a troika heading a 
Communist-dominated gov- 
ernment in the turbulent year 
afier the revolution, is being held 
in Caixas Prison near Lisbon. It 
was notorious under the ousted 


right-wing dictatorship as a jail for 
victims of the dreaded secret pol- 
ice known as the PIDE (Int- 
ernational Police for the Defence 
of the State). 

Col. Olelo's wife told reporters 
she had learned from Kim that he 
would be able to confer with a 
lawyer for only half an hour a day, 
and then in the presence of a pol- 
iceman. 

No reason has so far been given 
for the former revolutionary lea- 
der's detention, which followed a . 
search of his home. But a military - 
source said CoL Otelo had been 
implicated by one of the suspects 
arrested at dawn on Tuesday. 

The left-wing Force of Popular 
Unity (FUP), of which Col. Otelo 
was a founder, meanwhile issued a 
statement saying it was con- 
sidering ‘legal action against the 
police for "robbery of its goods.” 

The FUP, which has denied any. 
links with the shadowy FP-25 
urban guerrillas, complained that 
police had seized cars, office equ- 
ipment and documents in raids on 
their offices — all perfectly legal 


material but which, the statement 
said, the police had presented as 
terrorist material. 

It called for the immediate rel- 
ease of FUP militants detained, 
including the Party Leader Pedro 
Go ul art. 

The detention of Col. Otelo, 
runner-up to President Antonio 
Ramalho Eanes in the 1 976 ele- 
ctions, has caused a sensation in 
Portugal, receiving banner hea- 
dlines in the press. 

Presidential Adviser Lt. Col. 
Vitor Alves, another rev- 
olutionary hero, told reporters he 
could not believe Col. Otulo had 
any links with the FP-25, which 
has claimed responsibility for a 
series of bombings, shootings and 
bank robberies over the past four 
years. 

“From my own knowledge of 
Otelo's personality, and his efforts 
in the 1974 revolution to avert 
confrontation and bloodshed, I 
cannot believe that he could be 
involved in the type of activities 
carried out by the FP-25 ” Col. 
Alves said. 


Blast reportedly destroys 
Soviet fleet missiles 


WASHINGTON (R) — Up to 
one third of the Soviet northern 
fleet’s stockpile of Surface-to-air 
missiles may have been destroyed 
in an ammunition dump explosion 
near the Murmansk Fleer Base, 
the Washington Post reported 
Friday. 

The Post report said theblast in 
mid- May at Severomorsk, on the 
Barents Sea about 1,450 kil- 
ometres north -of Moscow, was so 
powerful that "Western int- 
elligence agencies initially sus- 
pected it was a nuclear explosion.^ 

That suspicion has since been 
discounted. But the blast may 
have destroyed between oner" 
quarter and one-third ' of the 
fleet's surface-to-air missile sto- 
ckpile. the Post said. 

“It did a hell of a lot of dam- • 
age." it quoted a senior U.S. off- 
icial as saying. “We could put it 
this way: This would not be a good 
time for the- Soviets' Northern 
Fleet to engage the U.S. Navy.” 

Asked about the report by Reu- 
ter?, a Pentagon spokesman dec- 
lined immediate comment. . 

U.S. analysts were uncertain of 
the cause of the blast, which was 
detected by spy satellites, the Post 
reported. 

The Post said one senior U.S. 


official noted that the blast fol- 
lowed the biggest Soviet military 
exercise ■ in the Atlantic Ocean, 
which involved dozens of warships 
steaming around Norway’s North 
Cape. 

. The official said the exercises 
' may have-been the reason for sto- 
ckpiling such a large quantity of 
munitions in one place. Surface- 
to-air missiles are vital to defend 
warships from air attack. 

•‘The . losses they sustained 
would seem to have- violated nor- 
mal prudence in storing the wea- 
pons apart,” the official was quo- 
ted by the Post..

Cocaine dealer charged 
for Brooklyn slaughter 


' NEW YORK (R) — It was a crime 
that most New-Yorkers assumed 
would never be solved — the sla- 
ughter of two young' mothers and 
eight children as they sat watching 
midday television in a Brooklyn 
house. 

But police have now arraigned a 
man they said murdered the 10 by 
methodically shooting each in the 
back of the head. They said his 
motive was vengeance on a family 
that befriended the wife he beat so 
badly that she had to seek refuge 
in a shelter for battered women. 

Police said low-level cocaine 
dealer .Christopher Thomas, 34, 
believed his wife was having an 
affair with Enrique Bermudez, the 
common law husband of one of 
the women he killed. 

They added that there was no 
such affair and that Thomas had 
once shot a girlfriend he suspected 
of being unfaithful and was tried 
for murdering an ex-girlfriend, 
Carol Epps. 

Thomas was kept under heavy 
police guard until his arraignment. 
Before his arrest he had been in a 
Bronx jail awaiting trial on cha- 
rges of sodoraising and attempting 
to rape his mother, police sources 
said. 

Police Commissioner Benjamin 
Ward, in announcing Thomas's 
arrest, said he believed he acted 
alone and used two guns to kill his- 
victims. When asked how he could 
have killed so many people, Mr. 
Ward answered: “There were 


only two adults, the rest were 
ldren.” 

The woman kjlled were Virginia 
Lopez. 24. Bermudez's common 
'law wife who was six months pre- 
gnant/ and her cousin Carmen 
Perez, 20. Alsq killed were- chi- 
ldren ranging in age from three to 
14, . including Bermudas and 
. Lopez’s children from previous 
marriages. 

Mr. Ward said police were led 
to Thomas by physical evidence at 
the scene, but would not ela- 
borate. Because Berniudez was a 
convicted drug dealer, police at 
first thought the crime was drug T 
related. He was questioned for 
days. 

Only an . 11 -month-old child 
survived the killing rampage and 
that was .because she was hidden 
under a blanket. 

Arsenault said Thomas's wife. 
Charraain, had testified for her 
husband at his trial. "They looked 
like a loving couple," he said. 

Police commissioner Ward said 
Thomas had known Bermudez for 
a year and had made some drug 
deals with him. 

Thomas’s mother told reporters 
her son was using cocaine and 
angel dust, a mind-distorting drug. 

At his arraignment. Thomas 
was ordered held without bail 
after prosecutors said they had 
two witnesses who would Testify 
’ that they saw him at the scene of 
the crime on the day of the kil- 
lings. 



UNIT A releases 20 hostages 


GENEVA. (AP) — Twenty Cze- 
choslovak nationals, held by the 
anti-government UNITA forces 
in southern Angola for more than 
1 6 months, were released on Fri- 
day and turned over to delegates 
of the all-Swiss International' 
Committee of the Red Cross, a 
Red Cross statement said. 

A brief communique said they 
were put aboard a Red Cross cha- 


rtered plane due at Johannesburg 
at 12:30 GMT. The ICRC said 
they were to be flown from there 
to Kinshasa, the Zaire capital, 
where they were to be handed to 
representatives of the Cze- 
choslovak government. 

They were the last to be freed 
out of an original group of 66 
taken hostage by the UNITA reb- 
els on March 12. iy83. 


Third World economic 
problems hit arms trade 


STOCKHOLM (R) — The int- 
ernational arms trade is declining 
because of economic problems, 
particularly in the Third World, 
the Stockholm International 
Peace Research Institute (SIPR1) 
reported Thursday. 

“The new trend is not the result 
of international detente or drastic 
revisions of national security pol- 
icies... such problems as deep debt 
or -declining oil revenues are the 
main reasons for the current dec- 
line in the demand for con- 
ventional weapon's," SIPRJ said. 

The independent institute's 
annual review of world* arm- 
aments cited a recent report which 
concluded that about 25 per cent 
of Third World debt was due to 
arms imports. 

SIPRI said the Soviet Union 
remained the largest arms Supplier 
to the Third. World while the Uni- 
ted States was the biggest supplier 
to industrialised countries. 

The institute said Middle East 
countries accounted for almost 
half of all Third World arms imp- 
orts, with five Arab countries lea- 
ding the list of purchasers: Syria. 
Libya, Iraq, Egypt and Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

It said that despite the general 
decline, some arms traders were 
thriving on the war between Iran 
and Iraq. The two oil producers in 
the Gulf have been fighting since 
September, 1980. 

SIPRI said Iran was receiving 
arms from such disparate sup- 
pliers as North and South Korea. 
China, Taiwan, Israel. Syria, 


Libya, South Africa, and Arg- 
entina. 

Iraq's biggest supplier was the 
Soviet Union. But Baghdad had 
also bought S5 billion worth of. 
arms from France since the stan.of: 
the war and had accounted for 40 
per cen t of all French arms exports 
in 1982/83. - 

TJki institute said one of the fea- 
rurcs of the Gulf war was the ere- 
aiion of “supplier groupings and 
interests which are not easily exp- 
lained along standard political 
lines." 

SIPRJ said Iran depended hear 
vily on the private international 
arms market, saying that one ent- 
erprising" dealer had even bought 
captared Iranian equipment from 
Iraq and sold it back to Tehran. 

North Korea reportedly acc- 
ounted for S2 billion of Iranian 
arms imports in 1982. including 
tanks, artillery and small arms, the 
institute said. 

It listed South Africa, with 
which Iran broke off diplomatic- 
relations immediately after the 
197 9 revolution, as having sup- 
plied Tehran with 155 MM How- 
itzers last year. 

China had reportedly delivered 
100 Chinese-built MiG fighters 
while Argentina was selling tanks, 
the institute said. 

SIPRI said the war had been a 
Godsend to the Italian defence 
industry and argued that of the 
main suppliers, none with the pos- 
sible exception of France seemed 
interested -in a quick end to the 
conflict. '

LONDON (R) — Prince William, 
second in line ro the British thr- 
one. faced a disappointment on his 
second birthday Thursday — His 
Jaguar car failed to arrive. Three 
apprentices at the Jaguar com- 
pany’s Conventry factory .have 
.spent months building" the two- 
fifths scale red replica .of an XJS 
Cabriolet convertible as a gift for 
the- prince^ . But a ■ Buckingham 
Palace spokesman said* the car, 
powered by a small electric motor, 
had not been completed in time 
for his birthday party at Hig- 
hgrove in Gloucestershire, cou- . 
ntry home of his parents Prince 
Charles and Princess Diana. Rep- 
orts that the car. which the royal 
toddler can drive in private gro- 
unds. -would cost up to £60.000. 
(S85.000) were dismissed by the 
palace as "absolute rubbish.” The 
22-year-old princess, whi is exp- 
ecting a second child, was in the 
headlines for another reason. She. 
broke an unwritten rule of pro- 
tocol at the Royal Ascot races 
Wednesday by going bare-legged 
on a sweltering afternoon. 

Sex clinic turns out 
to be brothel 

NEW YORK (R) — Police have 
broken up a brothel run by a psy- 
chiatrist in which about 500 men 
slept with prostitutes and then had 
their medical -insurance com- 
panies pay for the “sex therapy" 
sessions. Manhattan district Att- 
orney Robert Morganthau said 
Wednesday that Pyschiatrist Alan 
Pearl and two business associates 
operated the brothel, on the pre- 
tence that it was a sex therapy cli- 
nic. Men would go to the brothel 
and pay £145 for a session with a 
‘■sex surrogate.” who was a pro- 
stitute. Then Pearl would sign 
medical insurance forms for them, 
claiming that the experience they 
had was sex therapy. Mr. Mor- 
ganihau said. The brothel was dis- 
covered by an undercover pol- 
icewoman who was interviewed 
for a job at the brothel and got 
suspicious when the first thing she 
was told was "take off your clo- 
thes.'* 

Gunman tries to 
kidnap judge 
in court 

TUN IS (R I — A gunman believed 
to be a disgruntled author shot a 
court official Thursday while att- 
empting to kidnap a judge in the 
Tunisian port town ol Sfax. the 
official Tunisian New-s Agency 
reported. The man burst into the 
judge's chambers and fired four 
shots, slightly wounding the 
judge's deputy. When police arr- 
ived he tried to fire at them, but 
the pistol jammed and he was arr- 
ested. The gunman had demanded 
a SI 30.000 ransom and a hel- 
icopter to take him and his hostage 
lo Sfax Airport, about 250 kil- 
ometres south of Tunis. 

African refugees 
down to 3 million 

ADDIS ABABA (R) — The 
number of refugees in Africa has 
dropped from five million to three 
million over the past decade, acc- 
ording to the Organisation of Afr- 
ican Unity’s (OAU) Interim 
Secretary -General. Peter Onu. 
Mr. Onu. speaking on the occ- 
asion Wednesday of Africa Ref- 
ugee day. said the figure had fallen . 
with the return home of refugees 
from Zimbabwe. Ethiopia. Ang- 
ola and.Chad while others, s.uch as 
Rwandans in Tanzania, had set- 
tled permanently in new homes. 

He expressed hope that the int- 
ernational community would find 
lasting solutions for the remaining 
refugees at the Second Int- 
ernational Conference on Ass- 
istance 10 African Refugees in 
Geneva next month. 

Man kept wife’s body 
in bed for 8 years 


BOSTON ( R) — Police said Thu- 
rsday that a 90-year-old man had 
such a strong attachment for his 
dead wife that he kept her skeletal 
body in a bed for eight years. Pol- 
ice on Wednesday.pight found the 
body of the man. Pandelle Dim- 
itri. dead about a week, after nei- 
ghbours complained of odors com- 
ing from his flat. Upon entering a 
rear bedroom, officers found the 
remains of .Mary Dimitri, covered 
with a blanket and still wearing 
her diamond wedding ring. Police 
said Mrs. Dimitri apparently died 
eight, years ago and that the old 
man, who had told storekeepers of 
her death, was unable to part with 
her body. 
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
